yes the adoption of the system of tactics known 

as General Scorr’s, which was, however, chiefly 
derived from the French, the United States in- 
fantry drill has not been very materially changed. 
The system of HARDEE, ‘which superseded Scort’s, 
and that of Major-General CAszy, which is the pres- 
ent standard, are in a great measure modifications of 
Scort's Tactics. During the last war, however, offi- 
cers frequently found themselves compelled to execute 
manceuvres which were not provided for in the books. 
They were, therefore, compelled to improvise many 
movements, and were frequently cramped instead of 
aided by the prescribed system. It therefore became 
evident that the old system must either be modified 
or wholly discarded, and one adopted which, while it 
did not lessen the stability of the troops, should at 
the same time increase their mobility. The drills of 
the several arms of the service also are so entirely 
unlike that an officer in charge of a mixed command 
seldom knew much about the drill of more than one 
portion of his troops. Accordingly a Board, consist- 
ing of four officers, was appointed by the Secretary of 
War to examine infantry tactics, and recommend the 
best system for general use. Brigadier-General 
Morris, late United States Volunteers, and formerly 
of the Army, has brought forward a system which he 
claims satisfies the requirements of the case. His 
tactics, however, are but a modification of CASEY, in 
which the General has endeavored to reduce to a sys- 
tem those movements which, as we have previously 
said, officers were frequently compelled to adopt in 
the face of the enemy by reason of' the irregularities 
of the grounds or the accidents of place. Although 
General Morris has developed a system which has 
Some merits of its own, it at the same time contains 
most of the defects which can be found in that of Gen- 
eral Caszy. It will only be necessary to turn to the 
diagram on the 29th page of his second volume to see 
that a regiment forming ‘‘ forward into line,” accord- 
lng to his system, could be almost annihilated by a 
Well served battery. It will be seen inthe diagram 
indicated that each company when it has arrived in 
tear of the line and files to the right presents an elbow 
tothe enemy. If that elbow or corner should be 
carefully fired upon by a light battery, eight men 
could be placed hors de combat at each shot. 

We do not, however, propose to go into a detailed 
account of Morris’s Tactics, with which most of our 
Teaders are already familiar, and which were fully 
presented before the Army Board in the recent drill 
at Washington Square, New York. The only entirely 
hew system, so far as we know, which has been sub- 
mitted to the Board, is that proposed by Brevet Major- 
General Emory Upton, Lieutenant-Colonel Twenty- 
fifth United States infantry. General Upron has 
endeavored to assimilate infantry drill as far as pos- 
sible to that of cavalry and artillery, while he also 
away with movements by inversion, and there- 





fore has in effect no right or left. The General has 
been instructing the Corps of Cadets in his system, 
and on Friday of last week gave an exhibition drill of 
of his tactics before the Board appointed to examine 
the various systems. The words of command have 
been simplified, and at the same time they are in- 
tended to contain the instructions necessary to carry 
out the movements proposed. A system of fours 
(four files) is the basis of General Upron’s system ; 


% | the facings are done away with, and the front rank is 


always in front. It is, therefore, important that the 
fours of the front rank should always be complete ; 
accordingly, if the four files are not complete, only 
No. 1 and No. 2 of the front rank are covered, Nos. 2 
and 3 being covered or not as the case may demand. 
Numbers 1 and 4 are the pivot men. If the com- 
mand is given Fours right, the various sets of fours 
wheel to the right on No. 1 of each set asa fixed 
pivot, and similarly they would wheel on No. 2 as a 
pivot should the command be given fours left. 
Should the line be facing in a given direction, and it 
should be desired to face it to the rear, the command 
would be Fours right about, when the various sets of 
fours would wheel about to the right, and the file 
closers passing through the intervals, we would at 
once have the line faced to the rear. The great 
mobility attained by this new system can be ina 
measure seen by the above movement. Again, to 
face a battalion in line-of-battle to the right and file it 
to the left, the command would be Right forward, 


fours right ; that is, the right set of fours would move 


forward while all the other sets of fours would wheel 
to the right and follow the leading set of fours. As 
there is no right and no left to the battalion when it 
isin column of fours and approaching the line-of- 
battle from the rear, the line can readily be formed 
either to the right or left of the leading subdivision. 
If it is desired to form line on the right of this sub- 
division the command is Right front into line, right 
half wheel, each captain giving the command Left 
turn as his company arrives in rear of the proposed 
line. When the companies are in line-of-battle the 
captains are in front of the centres of their companies 
as in cavalry and artillery. We think the above move- 
ments will be sufficient to give an idea of the prin- 
ciple of the system which, as we have said, entirely 
does away with the facings and all movements by in- 
version. The plan of forming from two ranks into 
single rank is also remarkably simple and expeditious. 
The fours are wheeled to the right or the left as the 
case may be, and wheeling distance being taken by 
the head of the column, they are wheeled into line. 

The drill at West Point on last Friday was a very 
handsome one, and we were sorry that the rain 
prevented the General from continuing his drill 
longer, and also from exhibiting the principles of his 
skirmish drill. The principles of the system are re- 
markably simple, and when once thoroughly under- 
stood there jis but little chance of blundering. The 
General was able in an hour and quarter to instruct a 
company which had no previous knowledge of his 
system, so thoroughly that at the end of that time he 
was enabled to make them go through the entire 
school of the company correctly. We consider 
Upton’s system far in advance of any other we have 
seen, and have no doubt but that it will be recom- 
mended for adoption by the Board. At present the 
system is in manuscript, and has, we believe, been 
prepared from the results of actual experiment rather 
than compiled from foreign works. The aboli- 


tion of movements by inversion is quite a step in ad- 


vance, and will greatly simplify the battalion move- 
ments. An improvement in our system of tactics has 
long been needed, and we think that we have at last 
obtained a system which is in all respects fully up to 
the times. 








THE opening Fall witnesses renewed activity 
in Militia affairs all over the country, but especially 
in New York, whose Militia organization surpasses 
that of any other State in the Union. The import- 
ance of keeping alive this great peace establishment 
of ours as a nursery for the Armies of the Republic 
should dignify the officé of the citizen soldier and 
make our Militia parades something more in reality 
and in the estimation of the public than mere holiday 
turnouts. The members of the Militia, we are glad 
to see, are appreciating more and more the necessity 
of infusing a true soldierly feeling into their organiza- 
tions, and making them in every way deserving of re- 
spect as one of the most valuable of our State and 
National institutions. Of necessity, the strict disci- 
pline which is possible to a*standing army cannot be 
applied in all its strictness to organizations with 
which the occupation of soldier is only an incidental 
part of the duty and routine of daily life. But so far 
as practicable this discipline should be approximated. 
To secure so desirable a result requires that the 
Militia should keep constantly alive an active esprit de 
corps, that each individual of each organization should 
cheerfully comply with all its rules, render obedience 
to all commands, be as exact in attendance at its drills 
and parades as at its balls and suppers, and always 
have at heart the prosperity of his regiment. Before 
the war there were several regiments in the city of 
New York whose membefs were animated by such 
feelings as these, and the result was that they gained 
for themselves a national reputation, and when the 
war hroke out furnished the Army a splendid body of 
officers. Their example should be followed by every 
Militia organization in the city and State and 
country. 

The New York Militia have now every inducement 
and opportunity to perfect their organization and to 
sustain and extend their reputation and example. 
The old officers who have so long been an incubus 
upon them and a barrier to their advancement in sol- 
dierly proficiency as well as in public estimation, have 
given place to young, active’and enterprising men ; 
their ranks have been reénforced largely from the 
Volunteers who studied their profession in actual ser- 
vice; the Regular Army more than ever before ap- 
preciates their importance, and watches with interest 
their movements ; the State and National Legisla- 
tures have acknowledged their claims to recognition 
and support. They have every reason, therefore, to 
make the coming months a season of great activity 
and improvement. We hope to be able to record that 
they have not neglected the occasion. 








A proposaL has been made public by the Australian

Patvatz James Crank, Company G, One Hundred and 
Twenty-eighth U. S. colored troops, has been tried before 
a General Court-Martial convened at Charleston, South 
Carolina, and of which Major Danmsoy, One Hundred 
and Twenty-eighth U.S. colored troops, was President, 
upon the charge of mutiny. The specifications under this 
charge set forth that private Ciarx did excite and lead in 
a mutiny among the enlisted men of his company, and did 
charge upon his commanding officer, First Lieutenant 
Lester Hatt, One Hundred and Twenty-eighth U. 5. 
colored troops, demanding in a loud and angry tone the 
release of private Netson Hicks, of the same company 
and regiment, who wastied up, and while his commanding 
officer was trying to quell the mutiny, did exclaim, “ Run 
him through!’ or words to that effect, and that he did 
fire upon his commanding officer, and did pursue him with 
the evident intent of killing him. All this at Folly Island, 
South Carolina, on or about July 18, 1866. ‘The accused 
having been found guilty of the above charge and specifica- 
tions, was sentenced “ to suffer death by hanging, at such 
time and place as the commanding general may direct,” 
two-thirds of the members of the Court concurring 
therein. ‘The proceedings and finding in this case have 
been approved, and the sentence confirmed by Major-Gen- 
eral Sickirs, who has ordered that it be carried into effect 
ander the direction of the Commanding Officers, Post of 
Charleston, at Castle Pinckney, Charleston Harbor, South 
Carolina, on Friday, September 28th, between the hours of 
10 a. a. and.4

A erring of the trustees of the Antietam National 


Cemetery was held in Baltimore on the evening of the 20th | 


inst., at which a plan for the cemetery was adopted. The 
work of transferring the bodies of the Union dead to the 
site selected will be commenced on the first of next month, 
and will be done under the supervision of Brevet Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel J. M. Moore, Assistant Quartermaster U. 
8. Army, in charge of the Eastern Burial Bureau of the 
Government. The number of bodies that will be buried 
in this cemetery is estimated at about 3,000, and 2,624 
graves are already recorded. Of this latter number 1,706 
have been identified, and 918 contain the remains of un- 
known soldiers. These bodies will be taken from the bat- 
tle-fields of Antietam, South Mountain, Shepherdstown, 
Barnesville and the vicinity of Antietam. ‘The plan which 
has been decided upon by the trustees is very similar to that 
of the Gettysburg National Cemetery. A drive twelve feet 
in width surrounds it, and two main walks intersect each 
other at right angles in the centre, and extend throughout 
its entire length and breadth. Two large plats on either 
side of the entrance are set apart for New York and Penn- 
sylvania, and sections have been appropriated to the other 
States in proportion to the number of bodies they are to 
receive. Between these sections gravelled walks will ra- 
diate from the centre of the cemetery to the outside drive. 
In the centre a circular space is laid out, on which the 
monument will be erected. Near the entrance to the 
cemetery stands the rock on which it is said General R. E. 
Leg stood auring the battle of Antietam, and from which 
he surveyed the movements of the contending hosts.

That Brevet Major James Curtis, Captain Fifteenth 
U.S. infantry, left Cincinnati, Ohio, for Nashville, Tenn., 
on the 3rd of March, 1866, with about 160 men, on board 
the steamboat Rowena; that transportation was furnished 
by Brevet Major Tuomas B. Hunt, Quartermaster at Cin- 
cinnati ; that the transportation was inadequate both in 
quality and quantity. I'rom these facts the Court justifies 
Brevet Major James Curtis in not signing the certificate 
attached to the transportation checks. 


The proceedings, findings and opinion of the Court have 
been approved by Major-General Tuomas. ‘The Court of 
Inquiry, of which Brevet Colonel W. B. Royaxt is Presi- 
dent, has been dissolved.

purchase” gives some information in respect to the prices 
paid for the different grades of rank in the British military 
service, which will be new to most of our readers. These 
figures are taken from the official monthly Army List, and 
are the “ Regulation” prices for the various grades, A 
lieutenant-colonel in the Life Guards or Blues, must pay 
£7,250 for his commission, and a majority in the same 
corps costs £5,359; a captaincy or troop, £3,500; lien- 
tenancy, £1,785; cornetcy, £1,260. In the line the price- 
are lower, for in an ordinary regiment of cavalry or infants 
ry the lieutenznt-coloneicy is valued at £4,500; majority, 
£3,200; captaincy, £1,800; lieutenancy, £700; cornetcy 
or ensigney, £450. 
higher than in the line, but of course less than in the 
horse-guards, the superiority in the first instance being 
due to the fact that the commissions in these corps carry 
with them a higher rank in the line. An ensign in the foot. 
guards has the rank of a lieutenant in the army, and for 
this advantage pays £1,200 for his commission; a lieu- 
tenant with rank of captain, £2,050; captain with rank of 
lietenant-colonel, £4,800. 

But the sums so far stated are, as we said, the ‘“‘ Regula- 
tion”’ standard ; the commissions are valued in practice at 
a much higher rate. In the cavalry, the command of a 
regiment is never obtained at a less price than £8,500 or 
£9,000, and a captaincy in the same branch of service 
brings always £5,000. 

It is easy to see that at these values none but the rich 
can hope for advancement. An officer without consider- 
able means, finds himself at the bottom of the heap and 
kept there, not merely by the ordinary pressures which 
officers in our service find cppressive enough to complain 
of, but in addition, by a weight of poverty, which is ex- 
tremely onerous, and which he cannot hope'to remove by 
any exercise of soldierly qualities, except in rare cases. 
To the rich officer, on the contrary, promotion may be ex 
tremely rapid; as in the case of the Earl of Cardigan, 
who mounted to the command of a regiment in less than 
sever, years, but at an expense, it is said, of nearly £20,000. 
Mechanicians have discovered that heat, electricity and 
other forces are convertible ; here we find money operating 
in the stead of prowess, ability and worth. The opposite 
of Lord Cardigan’s case, is that of an officer of hussars in 
India, who rose from the ranks gradually to the commis. 
sion of a lieutenant, which, favored by the unhealthines 
of the climate and the rapid death of superior officers, he 
obtained without purchase. But here he stopped. He 
needed £1,100 to carry him over the next step, and because 
he could not command this, he saw himself passed over, 
till now, every place above him has been filled by men who 
jumped over him. He has held his commission thirty 
years, and bids fair to die in the selfsame harness. 

The law of the service, passed by Parliament, declares 
this over-selling—above the “ Regulation” value—to be il- 
legal, but this law is not regarded, nor is there even a pre- 
tense of obeying it. Indeed this is a fair specimen of the 
inability of law-makers to enforce their enactions, how- 
ever just, when those for whom or against whom the laws 
are made are united in opposing them. The continual in 
fringement of the law is well known to the authorities, 
and openly spoken of inthe Army. The higher offices 
applaud the usage of overselling, because it keeps out of 
the higher ranks poor men who could not maintain their 
positions becomingly. 

We may esteem it fortunate for our country that ne 
system of this kind was ever attempted in our own service 
It is, in fact, incompatible with the conditions of life in the 
United States. Wehavenot enough poor men who would 
submit to this practical sepulture, nor rich men enough 
who care to occupy their lives with the monotony of mil- 
tary duties, to officer half a dozen regiments. Our Army 
has always been an intensely practical affair—a servant 
that was hard worked, and well worth its wages. We cal 
not conceive any proceeding that would more quickly de 
plete our regiments of their officers than to place promotis# 
upon a money basis. Our service has many things ® 
which we could greet 2 change with pleasure; but we may 
at all events feel well satisfied that with us merit alon 
procures advancement. Merit and favoritism, perbap 
some one will say, for partiality is sure to be 
wherever men have gifis to make. But an uncertain so 
confined favoritism is far better than this all-pervading 
evil of selling army commands.

The Turks have 200 
six-pounders, and the ambitious Japanese have sixty six- 
inch guns. ‘The latter have also given Sir Wiiu1am 
Armstrone’s Elswick Company a considerable order for 
guns, which they insist shall be precisely like those that 
gave them such a lesson at Kagosima. 


In settling up the last remainders of the war, the number 
of prisoners given up by Austria was, seven officers and 450 
rank and file; about 120 wounded remained in their 
hospitals. ‘The Prussians had no less than 523 officers 
and 35,036 rank and file to surrender, while about 
13,000 Austrian wounded are lying in their hospitals. 
The total loss of the Austrians in killed, wounded and 
missing, is reported at about 90,000, and of the Prussians, 
21,989. Thus the ratio of prisoners captured is eighty- 
three Austrian to one Prussian; and of totai casualties, 
four and five-sixths to one. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Ziies, in Bologna, says 
of “the Garibaldians with their gray trousers, red caps 
and famous red shirts,” that “‘ some are mere boys of 
thirteen or fourteen; they are not to be criticised as an 
army, but to be regarded as part of a nation in arms. 
The troops occupying Bologna keep early hours, and at 
the present hour, 5:30 a. M., drills and exercises of all 
kind are carried on. It would be hasty to judge of a 
whole army from a small part, and there are no doubt 
plenty of fine troops in the Italian service, but those I 
have seen this morning are not at all up to the Austrian 
mark, either in physique or military training. The cav- 
alry horses are much out of condition, and the men ride 
badly. Their seat is that uncomfortable lony-stirruped, 
forward-leaning position which exposes the rider to be 
bumped at every motion of the horse. The infantry are 
small and light, but their bright eyes seem full of fire and 
intelligence. ‘They are dressed very much upon the 
French model, and look picturesque and full of animation. 


A curious incident occurred during the naval battle im 
the harbor of Lissa. A shell entered one of the ports of 
the Formidable, and burst on the main deck, without injur- 
ing any of the men, but set on fire a box containing twelve 
hundred tubes, and the poisonous gas fvom these was 80 
overpowering that the men were unable to approach that 
part of the deck for some minutes. 


In a trial of shells at Shoeburyness, the Palliser 
chilled shot gained a real victory over its expensive an- 
tagonists, the steel shells. The target was of the Warrior 
pattern, 44 inches of iron, 18 inches of teak in the back- 
ing and an inner iron skin, the whole supported by strong 
ribs strengthened with angle iron. ‘The firing was froma 
7-inch muzzle-loading wrought-iron gun (110 pounder) ; 
charge 22 pounds, distance 200 yards. The steel bolts 
were tried first, and penetrated to the backing and then 
exploded, but all of them backward. In no case was the 
shot driven through. The patterns tried were those of 
Major Alderson, having a screwed base; Mr. Frith, fine- 
steel shells, some of which exploded before reaching the 
target; and Sir William Armstrong, made on the Belgian 
pattern—sharper cone at the head than the ordinary make, 
The work done by these was about equal. ‘The first Pal- 
liser shot fired struck a new portion of the target and went 
entirely through, and so instantaneously that the shell did 
not explode until it had passed the inner skin. The sec- 
ond did not explode at all, but broke up in passing through, 
and its fragments evidently would haye been as destruct- 
ive as an explosion. The next charge was reduced to 
eighteen pounds, and the shot burst through like the 
others, breaking upon its way. ‘Tho next charge was 
further reduced to sixteen pounds. ‘The shell penetrated 
far enough to break a rib opposite which it struck, and its 
head showed distinctly through on the inside. ‘This reduc- 
tion was equivalent to increasing the distance of the gun 
from two hundred to one thousand yards. ‘The velocity of 
the shot was thirteen hundred feet at the target. A few 
weeks before the Palliser shot had been proved in a still 
more severe test, against a Bellerophon target, 6-inch iron, 
22 teak, and one-inch iron skin, and had penetrated as 
easily as throfgh the Warrior target. 

A new gun of position has been tricd by the British 
Army authorities, made as proposed by General Lefroy. 
It is un ordinary 32-pounder, bored out to a calibre of 6.3 
inches, and rifled with three plain grooves to within three 
inches of the bottom of the bore, having a slow pitch of 
one turn in the length of bore. In this condition it is 
practically a 64-pounder. With the low charge of two 
pounds eight ounces of powder it threw its shot to a dis- 
tance of more than twelve hundred yards ‘ with the most 
beautiful precision.”’ 


In regard to the sickness among the Prussian troops 
the valuable correspondent of the London Tiimes says: 
“There are at this moment under treatment in the Prus- 
sian hospitals, more men by one-third than the whole 
army we sent to the Crimea; four times more than the 
troops engaged at Inkermann. There are no less than 





33,000 or 34,000 under treatment,” 





A courte of old Imperial Chinese guns, now in the 
hands of the British, have been cut in two, lengthwise, for 
the purpose of ascertaining of what materials and in what 
manner they were constructed. They were found to be 
alike in both points, consisting of a wrought-iron tube 
with solid and rounded ends, and 9-inch bore. The out- 
side of the tubes is rough and excessively uneven, and ap- 
pears to have been made so purposely, in order to fit them 
for the reception of an outer covering of brass, with which 
the tubes are thickly enveloped. Each of the guns ap- 
pears to have seen considerable service, and is still in good 
condition. 


Mayence has been garrisoned by the Prussians with 
10,000 men. ‘They found there a small detachment of 
Nassau troops, whom they disarmed and sent home, giving 
the officers, from the captain down to the sergeant, the 


privilege of entering the Prussian service and retaining — 


their rank, But the higher officers are obliged to apply to 
the King for this privilege. The Duke of Nassau, like a 
man whose arm has been amputated, cannot get oyer the 
feeling that he still commands his army, and has issued a 
war medal to a small contingent stationed near Ulm. 

A Brewinenam firm have asked permission to test the 
quality of the iron used in paving some of the British 
dockyards, and have collected specimens from the different 
yards. Wemay therefore expect to see a fair valuation 
for the material so wastefully expended. 

Iv is reported that Messrs. Bell & Son, makers of the 
Bellerophon’s machinery, are likely to be called upon to 
supply the machinery of the new cupola-ship Monarch, 
This vessel is to be 5,000 tuns burden, and 1,100-horse 
power. 

‘Tue discussion of the British press about the difficulty 
of recruiting the Navy has now turned to the same trouble 
in the merchant marine, and the opinion is advanced that 
the trouble there is no more nor less than lower wages thari 
the men receive in other countries and other livelihoods. 
The two services undoubtedly react upon each other.

EFFECTS OF HEAVY ORDNANCE, 

T'ne Board of Engineer officers ordered by the Secre- 
tary of War to assemble at Fort Monroe, to conduct ex- 
periments in connection with the use of iron in the con- 
struction of permanent defences, met on the 15th inst. 
The Board consists of Colonel Henry Brewerton, Colonel 
J. G. Barnard, Brevet Major-General U. S. A.; Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel H. G. Wright, Brevet Major-General U. 8. 
A.; Major H. 8, Abbott, Brevet Brigadier-General U. 
S. A.; Captain C. B. Reese, Brevet Brigadier-General U. 
S. A. Generals Wright and Abbott, however, were not 
present at the convening of the Board. 

The target experimented upon was composed of solid 
pieces of granite, firmly cemented and bolted together with 
“dowels” and “toggles,” and was situated at a distance of 
about three hundred and fifty feet from the guns. It wa 
about thirty feet high, thirty-six feet wide, eight feet 
thick, and was clad with two four-inch rolled iron plates, in 
four successive layers, one above the other, and presented 
a formidable iron surface eighteen feet long and twelve 
The following is the result of the first day’s firing : 


The guns which were used were well tested previously, 
and consisted of a fifteen-inch smooth-bore Rodman gun, 
and a twelve-inch rifled piece of the same patent. ‘The 
loading, sighting and firing of the guns was in charge of 
Sergeant Welsh, of the Ordnance Department, and re- 
flected great credit upon his judgment and accuracy of 
calculation, each shot as it was fired striking the target 
with a marvellous precision. At half-past eleven the first 
shot was fired from the fifteen-inch gun, at a wooden 
target placed to the right of the stone one, so as to retain 
the proper elevation, and a few moments later the gun was 
turned towards the object of the experiments, and the 
firing commenced. 

Vhe following is a correct list of the shots and their 
effects upon the target, as made from personal observa- 
tion, the representatives of the press having been re- 
fused all information upon the subject, as the proceedings 
will be reported direct to Washington. 

First shot was fired by the 15-inch Rodman gun, at an 
elevation of forty minutes ; charge, 46 pounds of powder ; 
weight of ball, round shot, 432 pounds. Its effect was an 
indentation in the upper plate about fifteen inches in 
diameter, and three inches deep. Atthe rear ot the target 
two granite block were broken and forced outward, and 
the seams opened in their immediate vicinity. ey 
ure on the gun was seventeen thousand pounds, the 
initial velocity of the shot eleven hundred and fifty five 
feet per second. J ; 

Second shot was fired from the same gun, with a still 
less elevation, the charge of powder and the weight of the 
ball being the same. ‘The initial velocity of the ball was 
eleven hundred and thirteeu feet per second, and struck 
the lower plate one foot from the ground. The indenta- 
tion reached five and a half inches deep and eighteen 
inches in diameter, the plate in this case having a backing 
of six inches of sand, while the upper one rested directly 
against the face of the target. ‘The damage, however, to 
the masonry was ascertained to be considerably less, three 
of the blocks at the back of the target being merely started 
from their positions, and none broken. 

‘The third shot was fired by the 12-inch rifle Rodman 
gun, Dyer’s spherical projectile, weighing six hundred and 


wide. 
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The fourth shot was fired by the same gun, charge of 
powder, projectile and elevation. Initial velocity of the 
shot being ten hundred and seventy-nine ‘feet a second, 
producing an indentation thirteen inches in diameter and 
five Gad tatse-querters deep. The masonry in the back of 
the target was considerably damaged, and the blocks 
broken by the previous shots crumbled into numerous 


ieces. 
s The fifth shot was fired by the same gun and charge of 
powder, etc., the elevation of the muzzle being consider- 
ably less. ‘The projectile, with an initial velocity of eleven 
hundred and three feet, struck the lower plate about three 
feet from the ground. 

This shot was conceded to be the most damaging one of 
the five, and played sad havoc among the granite in the 
rear. An indentation was produced fourteen inches in 
diameter and seven inches deep, splitting the iron plates 
into innumerable crevices, and nearly penetrating to the 
sand. ‘The experiments terminated for the day with these 
results, and were to be re-commenced at noon on the fol- 
ing day, and prosecuted until the entire target is a mass of 
ruins. 

The effect of the shot fired at the target, which is six 
inches thick, of solid masonry, carefully put together, with 
iron dowels and toggles, iron-clad with four inches rolled 
plates, was tremendous, and elicited the astonishment and 
admiration of all the officers conducting the firing. 

The opinion was strengthened, although generally at 
variance with the views entertained beforehand, that the 
six inches of sand adopted as a backing for one of the iron 
plates, would not answer the objects of the suggestion, and 
that the greatest resistance was offered where the ten-inch 
plate was placed next the face of the granite. 

A similar number of shots will completely wreck the 
stone-work of the target, but not materially damage the 
iron plates beyond the indentations, which have not as yet 
been penetrated, save in the instance of the lower plate 
and its sand backing. ‘The effect of the shots is trans- 
mitted from the iron directly to the masonry, and the effect 
of the shock made visible iy the crumbling of the blocks in 
the rear of the target.

HOW ENGLISH STEAMERS ARE TRIED. 
TRIAL OF THE TRON-CLAD BELLEROPHON. 


Tur London Mechanics’ Magazine of August 24, 1866, 
contains the following interesting account of the trial of 
Mr. Reed’s last ship, the Bellerophon : 

Nearly eleven months since the Bellerophon entered on 
the preliminary trial of her machinery, and the result was 
a temporary failure, the vessel not having made a minimum 
speed of fourteen knots. 

Once again, after her long rest, the Bellerophon has had 
her steam up, and has gone through the ordeal of a trial 
of her machinery, speed, and the now Griffith's screw 
with which she has been fitted, and has come off with 
highly sotisfactory results. Before entering upon the 
details of the trial, we purpose noticing her construction, 
a brief description of which will be interesting, as she was 
the first vessel of war built on the new principle of 
double bottom and longitudinal cells. 

The Bellerophon is about 300 feet long, 56 feet beam, and 
measures 4,246 tons burden. She is constructed of iron 
throughout, with lower, middle, and spar or upper decks. 
Her armament consists of a midship battery of eight large 
guns, with two 400-pounders at the bow, and two 300- 
pounders at the stern. She is plated with 6-inch armor all 
round to a height of 15 feet above and 5 feet below 
water line. ‘The armor-plating is continued upward at 
midships to the spar deck, and completely covers the guns 
on each side. ‘The outer parts are unprotected, save by the 
sides and two enormous bulkheads at the midship battery. 
The engines, boilers, etc., are fixed upon cross beams at- 
tached to the keelson, under the lower deck. 

We now come to the principle upon which the vessel is 
constructed—that of longitudinal cells and a double bot- 
tom. There are eight cells, about six feet wide, and vary- 
ing from 4 feet to 3 feet 4 inches deep on each side of 
the centre keelson. Each of the keelsons is composed of 
3-8 inch plates, extending the whole length of the vessel 
to the point of convergence, where they respectively run 
into each other, and terminate on a centre keelson, which 
connects with the stern-post and cut-water, and represents 
the keel. Each of the keelson plates is riveted with double 
angle irons to the outer skin and to inner iron plates, thus 
constituting double bottoms. The same principle is adopted 
transversely, with double angle-irons to receive the gussets 
or stiffening plates, which are securely riveted to the angle- 
irons of the floor plates and the outer sheathing. This 
gives great stiffness to the bottom as well as to the flooring 

above, and these with watertight bulkheads offer the neces- 
sary security against accident to the outer skin and frames 
of the ship. Inthe plating or outer skin each of the 
transverse joints is treble-riveted on the chain principle, 
the same as the keelson plates. The upper deck is plated 
with 1-2 inch steel plates, and the main deck with iron 
plates of the same thickness. To these are added stringers 
of thicker plates and angle-irons along the decks on each 
side, and, taking into account the strength of the sides, 
teak backing and armor-plates at midships, Mr. Fairbairn

We now turn to the recent performances of the Bellero- 
phon at the measured mile on Friday last, when her 
draught of water was 21 feet 7 inches forward, and 26 feet 
5 inches aft, her load displacement being just 7,230 tors. 
The diameter of the new screw is 23 feet 6 inches, and its 
pitch 20 feet. It was at first doubtful whether the speed 
trial would be made, as the wind in the early part of the 
day exceeded the limit—a force of 4—fixed by the Admi- 
ralty regulations for the trial of all ships over the measured 
mile. Ultimately, however, the wind lulled somewhat, 
although it was still above the prescribed limit. It was 
fortunate for both Mr. Reed, who constructed, and Mr. 
Penn, who engined the vessel, as well also for the reputa- 
tion of the Bellerophon herself, that the trial was made, for 
the results gave the ship a rate of speed even in excess of 
the anticipatious of her designer, while the working of the 
engines and the power they developed were such as were 
never yet approached on any former trial of a vessel’s ma- 
chinery. Six runs were taken with full boiler power, 
which, according to the report, gave the following figures :

The point to which [attention was next given was the ves- 
sel’s power of turning with full boiler power and eight men 
at the wheel. Here the results were: With helm to star- 
board, three and a half turns of the wheel were taken in 
22 sec., the angle of the rudder being 37 deg. ‘The half- 
circle was made in 1 min. 58 sec., and the full circle in 
3 min. 59 sec. With helm to port, three and a quarter 
turns of the wheel were taken in‘18 sec., the angle of the 
rudder being 33 deg. The half-circle was made in 2 min. 
3 sec., and the full circle in 4 min. 30 sec. The revolutions 
of the engines in both instances were 76 before putting the 
rudder over, and 66 afterward. After completing the full- 
power circles the after boilers were shut off, and the ship 
was tried with half-boiler power with the following satis- 
factory result :

After the half-power runs, the ship was put through her 
circles under the same conditions, and the following are 
the results: With six men atthe wheel and the helm over 
to port, three and a half turns were taken with the wheel 
in 27 sec., the angle of the rudder being 36 deg. ‘The half 
circle was made in 2 min. 22 sec., and the full circle in 4 
min. 27 sec. The engines made 64 revolutions before the 
rudder was put hard over, and 52 revolutions afterward. 
Wit& the helm over to starboard, three and a half turns 
were taken in 30 sec., the angle of the rudder being 36 1-2 
deg. The half circle was made in 2 min. 34 sec., and the 
full circle in 5 min. 16 sec. The engines again made 64 
revolutions before putting the rudder over, and 52 after- 
ward. From first to last the engines worked very satis- 
factorily, in fact, as well as could be wished. The indicated 
horse power worked out from the diagrams was 6,400, the 
nominal horse power being 1,000. ‘he force of wind 
during the trial exceeded 5. After the above trials it was 
determined to test the working of the engines to signal 
from the bridge telegraph, and in answer to this they 
stopped dead from full speed ahead in 30 sec., started astern 
in 6 sec., and changed from fall speed astern to full speed 
in 19 see. On the whole the performance was of a highly 
satisfactory character; the figures of speeds speak for 
themselves, and it is a point in favor of all parties that we 
are able to add that the returns were obtained with the 
regulation length of funnel. In most, if not all, previous 
cases the funnel has been lengthened to suit certain cir- 
cumstances. We are glad, however, to see that in the 
present instance the regulation length was adhered to; it 
gives a more truthful result, which ought to be the sole 
aim and object of a run over the measured mile. If the 
actual working condition of our ships was more carefully 
adhered to in many other respects, when put on their trial, 
the measured mile results might furnish some useful data, 
instead of being the farce they too often are. The authori- 
ites have taken a step in the right direction with regard to 
the Bellerophon’s funnel; let them extend it to other par - 
ticulars, that engineers and ship-builders may have to 
thank them for honest returns of the performances of the 
vessels in the Royal Navy. 


Why cannot we have the trials of our naval vessels con- 
ducted with the accuracy, fairness, and justice which char- 
acterizes the trials of British naval vessels ?

‘“‘At Borodino the combatants lost a quarter of their 
effective ;‘at Magenta and Nolferino an eighth ; at the battle 
of Senef, fought between the Prince de Conde and the Princg 
of Orange, the two armies lost a third of their numbers, 
and Conde had three horses killed under him by the rude 
muskets, old halberds, and clumsy pistols of that time, sq 
jar behind the present epoch of the needle-gun. Lastly, 
at the battle of Sadowa, the Prussians and Austrians lost 
an eighth of the troops engaged, and yet fought with ob- 
stinacy.” 

The inference which the General draws is, that the new 
arms kill more quickly, but the battle is of shorter duration, 
The net result is that there are less victims. Besides, 
although it may be imprudent not to possess the new en- 
gines of war, they do not suffice alone to assure the victory, 
That depends above all on the genius of the general and 
firmness of the soldiers.

GREAT success appears to have attended the ocean trial 
of the two French screw steamers, Ville de Paris and the 
Pereire, both of which were constructed at Glasgow, by 
Messrs. Napior. During the run from Brest to New 
York the average speed realized by the Ville de Paris was 
13.77 knots, while the Pereire made a run of even more ex- 
traordinary quickness, the voyage from New York to 
Brest, which is 26 miles further from New York than 
Liverpool, and 225 miles further than Queenstown, being 
accomplished in 8 days 22 hours, giving an average speed 
of exactly 14 knots per hour—a rate of ocean steaming 
which is believed to be without a parallel.

We learn from one of our exchanges,speaking in referencé 
to the armies of Europe, that from a carefully prepared 
table published in the journal of the Statistical Society ™ 
Paris, it appears that in time of peace (the calculations 
being based upon the military returns from 1860 to 1863) 
the various countries of Europe maintained armies amount 
ing to 3,815,847 men, at an annual cost of $644,280,109. 
This was an average of one soldier to every seventy-sit 
nhabitants of Europe, and the annual cost of their mam- 
enance averages $169 for every soldier. Of this vast mili- 





‘ary array Russia maintained 1,200,000, or one to every 
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ur inhabitants, at an average expense of $106 per 
. France maintained 513,349; Austria, 467,241; 
Turkey, 429,000 ; Italy, 314,235 ; Great Britain, 300,823 ; 
and Prussia, 214,452. In France there was one soldier to 
every seventy-three inhabitants; in Austria, one to 
seventy-five ; Turkey, one to ninety-one ; Italy, one to 
; Great Britain, one to ninety-seven; and in 
Prussia, one to eighty-six. In France the annual cost of 
au ine each soldier was $268 ; in Austria, $144; in 
, $66; in Italy, $210; in Great Britain, $446; and 

in Prussia, $148. =e ; ‘ 
The army of Great Britain, in proportion to its 
, was almost twice as costly as that of France, and 
nearly three times as costly as that of Austria or Prussia. 
in Russia the cost of the military establishment was 42 
per cent. of the entire expenses of the country; in France 
it was 33 per cent. ; in Austria, 37 per cent. ; in Italy, 27 
cent. ; in Great Britain, 39 per cent. ; and in Prussia, 
30 per cent. It also appears that 32 per cent. of the total 
annual disbursements of Europe are made for the support. 
of standing armies; and the enormous annual cost of 
thesearmies—nearly six hundred and fifty millions of dol- 
larse—is borne in time of peace merely that they may 
watch each other. During the Rebellion the United States 
expended annually more money for the support of its 
armies than all the nations of Europe expended in sup- 

porting the enormous armies they maintain.

ARMY OFFICERS AND POLITICS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sir:—The thanks of the Army and Navy are due to the 
Jovrnat for the position it has taken on the subject of 
nilitary conventions for partisan political purposes, in its 
two last numbers. If anything were needed to strengthen 
this position, the following paragraphs clipped from the 
New York 7imes will commend themselves to the consider- 
ation of Regular officers of both services who may not have 
given the subjegi that careful examination which it de- 
mands : 

The Chicago Republican, in a letter from its reporter travelling with 
the Presidential party, makes the following interesting statements in 
connection with General Grant’s refu-al to present himself to the sol- 
diers who attempted to call him out in advance of the President’s ar- 
rival at Cincinnati : 

The fact is, that General Grant knows, as has been patent to every 
one during the whole of this trip, that continued efforts have been 
made to embitter, if possible, his relations with the President by ex- 
citing the jealousy of the latter, or by making invidious distinctions 
between them, and he is determined that no act of his shall lend any 
encouragement to any such contemptible proceeding on the one hand, 
or those that have been made with like persistency to identify him 
sith the political views of the President on the other. General Grant 
feels that, next to the President, he is the head of the Army of the 
United States, not the leader of a political party. He does not con- 
der the Army a place for a politician, and therefore will not permit 
himself to be comm tted to the support of either of the present po- 

1 ies, nor that the Army should be made a party machine. 

I have submitted the above to the General, who entirely approves of 
what Ihave written, and says that it fully and exactly expresses his 
views. I will, however, state th:t as originally written, the conclud- 
ing sentence was in these words: ‘‘ When he becomes a partisan he 
intends immediately to resign his present position ;’’ and to this the 
General objected, saying that it might be taken to imply that at 
some future time he did intend to become a partisan, whereas his only 
intention in using those words was to express, as an officer of the 
Army, his disapprobation of any attempt to identify him with any 
political party whatever. 

The above conversation with General Grant took place in the bag- 
gee and refreshment car attached to the train, in the presence of 

jor-General Rawlins, Chief of Staff to General Grant; also of an- 

Major-General, who, I think, was General Stoneman, but of 
this I am not certain, for I did not take any particular notice who it 
Was, 


That like views to these are entertained by ninety-nine 
out of every hundred of the officers of the old Regular Army, 
now in service, there is but little question. The writer of 
this has yet to meet with the first officer of the Regular Army 
who does not deprecate the step taken by those of their body 
whose names were appended to the call of the Cleveland 
Convention, and who does not consider it a most unwar- 
rantable attempt to involve them in a political party war- 
fare, in which, considering the parties to it, they can 
neither take part nor lot without being derelict to every 
rule of military propriety.

of things could not happen to the country than this, every 
sensible man will admit. But once inflame partisan 
passions by such a course of action, and who can say what 
the result may be. 

For one, the writer of this protests against the action of 
those officers of the Regular Army who called the Cleve- 
land Convention in the name of the Army, as having 
placed the officers of the Army, whatever may be their in- 
dividual political opinions,in a false light before their fellow- 
citizens as political partisans; and if he is to draw any infer- 
ence from conversations with a large number of officers of 
all grades on this subject, and from their absence from this 
Convention, he believes that he here expresses what would 
be found, if canvassed, the sentiment of an overwhelming 
majority of them. As General Grant says, very justly, 
and, as in all he says, very pertinently, the Army is not 
the place for partisan politicians. If they desire to take to 
that calling, let them resign, as others have done; either 
profession is quite enough for one man to follow. M. 








THE CHATTANOOGA AGAIN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir:—I read with great satisfaction your exposure of 
the report of the Board of Engineers on the Chattanooga's 
engines, but I notice that you omit several points in con- 
nection with this important subject, which cannot fail to 
be of interest to your readers. Mr. Hibbert’s letter is a 
sorry attempt to disparage the performance of this vessel. 

According to Mr. H. there has been a curious provision 
of nature by which the tide has changed five times 
in 24 hours, in order to favor the ship. Also, that 
while the speed with 52.17 turns is 13.71 knots for 9 3-4 
hours, the speed of the remaining 14 1-4 hours with 50 
revolutions was only 10.9 knots, for you will observe he 
says 12.015 knots was the average, which, for 24 hours 
gives 288.4 knots, from which deducting 13.71 knots for 
9 5-8 hours, 132 knots, leaves 156.4 knots, or 10.9 knots for 
14 3-8 hours! The tide is not strong because the distance 
is partly in and partly out of the bay. How the new 
tidal theory of Mr. H. can be applied to reduce the speed 
he does not explain; perhaps his chief can do it. 

The ‘‘cracks” the Board refer to in brasses of main- 
bearings are simply the usual shrinkage cracks, and do not 
affect their durability. 

The “ large streams of water’’ were one inch in di- 
ameter, arranged as usual on first-class screw engines, 
with nozzles so as to touch the collars of brasses. 

The pistons leaked “so badly” that with 28 lbs of 
steam I could hear xo noise, and only discovered the leak- 
age by the vapor slowly rising from the handhole. For 
several seconds after steam was set on no vapor appeared. 

The same was the case with the valves ; both were turned at 
the same time. The principle of saddle-plate is so generally 
used as to be no experiment, and is above the criticism of 
the Board. 

“Wear” generally takes place under pressure, while 
the valve can have no pressure on it. The circulating 
pump was reported, after the 72 hours’ trial, as satis- 
factory and efficient for the purpose. Immediately after 
the 24 hours’ trial they reported “the circulating pump, 
when in operation, does all that is required, but several 
times stopped suddenly.” And again, ‘ upon the previous 
trial no such defect existed; when the examination of 
machinery is made we may be able to determine the 
cause.” Yet when this examination was made it appears 
by report of August 28th, that xo attempt was made to dis- 
cover it. They state that Merrick’s engineer gave the 
order to keep the steam below 30 lbs., for the reason stated 
by him, “ fear of injuring the machinery.” This is not 
true. The order was given for the reason that they could 
not keep the throttle open and hold anything like 30 lbs. 
The log proves this, as the following extract shows :

PRICE OF THE RATION. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Str :—I have not seen, as yet, any decision published in 
your paper in regard to the pay of the Army as affected 
by the new Army Bill, and I send the following decision 
of the Paymaster-General, for the information of all con- 
cerned : 

Officers living in tents, are not considered as furnished 
with quarters in kind, and are entitled to charge fifty cents 
for rations. Officers in barracks erected by the Govern- 
ment and assignable by the Quartermaster, are certainly 


furnished with quarters in kind, and are not entitled to the 


increased price of ration. Officers occupying temporary 
barracks constructed by the troops themselves or otherwise, 
and not controlled or assignable as public quarters by the 
(uartermaster’s Department, are considered as entitled to 
charge fifty cents commutation for rations. 
The price of the ration has not been changed.

REGATTA AT CHERBOURG, FRANCE. 


TInpIANAPoLis ARSENAL, Inp , 
SEPTEMBER 25, 1866. , 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—I have just received from my brother, Lieutenant 
Ira Harris, Jr., U. 8. Navy, the following description of a 
regatta which took place at Cherbourg, France, on the 3d 
instant, and in which an American boat was the victor. 
The account was not intended for publication, but the in- 
terest I have taken in reading it warrants me in forwarding 
it for your paper. 

Very respectfully, your obedient servant, 
W. H. Harris, 
Capt. of Ordnance, and Brevet Lieut.-Col. U.S.A. 

“The race was for doubie-banked boats of all nations, 
pulling not more than 16 oars, and from 29 to 35 feet long. 
The boat I entered was 34 feet long, and only pulled 12 
oars. She isas prettily cut as any boat I ever saw, and, in 
fact, a regular beauty, but should puil at least 14 oars. 
My crew was partially selected from the best men on board, 
and part the regular crew of the boat. 

“I only drilled for four days, but we worked hard, and 
went in well got up, with our bottom as smooth as glass 
and covered with soap. When we pulled in among the 
French boats in taking our stand, everybody was surprised 
at our appearance. The other boats entered were 15 in 
number, and were the fastest ones of the iron-clad squadron, 
the best one, I think, belonging to a rear-admiral attached 
to the navy-yard here. All pulled 16 oars, and had heavy, 
picked men. 

“‘ All the betting was on a barge belonging to the Com- 
modore of the Flandre (iron-clad frigate), and a barge 
which belongs to the Prince Napoleon’s yacht Jerome 
Napoleon. ‘The latter is a splendid boat, and won the recent 
race at Toulon. My men were so small forvird, and we 
looked so little for the boat, that the French judges did not 
seem to care whether_we ran or not. They didn’t think 
we could do anything, and I almost doubted my own 
judgment. Wetook our places, mine being about the middle 
of the sixteen; the second gun fired, and we were off. 
Got a start ahead of nine of them. A large barge on the 
outside of me, belonging to the shore maritime Préfet got 
off too soon, and jammed the hitch on his line, before the 
coxswain could cast off. She was thrown out altogether. 
The next boat to her was the M/andre's ; we gained on her 
sq fast that she gave up trying to keep ahead, and tried to 
foul us, so as to throw both out of the race, and let some 
other Frenchman win. She drove us a little out of the 
track, but by urging the crew for a minute, we got our 
stroke oars clear of her bows, and then crossed her, 
throwing her out, as she tried to do with us. Then we 
made strong and steady strokes for the stake-buoy, with 
the white navy-yard boat a couple of lengths ahead of us, 
a pea-green gig of the flagship Magenta, and the Prince’s 
barge behind, and the rest of no account. After about 
a minute we could see that, at the swinging stroke we were 
goirg, we gained on the white, but the people on shore all 
said that we never could keep it up. ‘The American con- 
sul went tothe Admiral and said we were pulling too 
quick, but the old gentleman said we would beat, and that 
‘that young man knew a thing or two, and wouldn’t let 
them give out.’ Well, we came up with the white boat, 
we slowly passed her, which drove her crew nearly crazy, 
and they yeUed out and strained so hard that they broke 
four of their oars. Still they had a fast boat, a good cox- 
swain, and an officer in the boat who knew his work, and 
we had to keep up to our quickest work to get the inside 
track before reaching the buoy at 1,000 metres; but we 
did it, and crowded him outside (which is fair enough so 
long as you don’t touch him or wet him). This gave usa 
boat's length ahead, and allowed me to ease the men a 
little. ‘There were then eight flag buoys in a row for us 
to pull around before returning. We started round them 
all, but the white, the Jerome's, and afterwards one or 
two more, went beiween the buoys and started back. (‘They 
either did this to mislead me and give the race to the pea- 
green, which was arse | up fast, or else did not know 
about the course.) I hard work to keep the coxswain 
from going the same way, and the crew, too, wanted to, 
but I made them keep to the course, and in a minute the 
others were turned back by the boat stationed by the buoys, 
and we had gained by their false manceuvre a ship’s length 
on the white. The pea-green was the nearest, and some 
distance ahead of the rest. 

* Now came the work, for it was necessary to keep the 
men well in hand, or they would lose their wind, for it 
was against the wind, and in that case sixteen oars to 
twelve is fearful odds for boats of the same size. But the 
men worked well, kept cool, and paid attention to what 
was said to them. We lengthened the stroke, and I never 
saw a boat pulled through a race with go little loss by bad 
rowing. We just kept our distance ahead till within five 
hundred yards of home, when the men of our ship, who 
were in the boats watching us, cheered, which woke up 
the crew, and they would not be restrained, but took up a 
fearful stroke and kept it all the way to the stand. I was 
afraid they would not be able to toss their oars in passing, 
but they just could do so. I stood up and took off m 
cap at the same time. ‘The flag dropped ; the band struc 
up a French air (they did not expect to need a Yankee 
one), and we were victors of the race, with the pea-green 
about a short ship’s length astern, and the white, who 
picked up on the windward stretch, close alongside of her. 
Our old antagonist of the Flandre was in with the herd, 





and the Z7oulon victor was about seventh.” 
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THE CHATTANOOGA ONCE MORE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—It was with great pleasure that I read in your 
Journat of last week, the able editorial dissection of the 
report of the Chattenooga’s Board of Experts ('). 

It would be hard to conceive of a more lame and labori- 
ous effort to use up an engine, than is shown in tlay 


report. I. is as lame as it is ungrammatical. It havty 


in fact, “no good bearing at all,” on the effectiveness 
of the machine. It blames a large engine for what a 
smaller would not do, namely, run at the utmost speed for 
forty-eight or seventy-two hours when entirely new, and 
not heat. It is even forced to admit that on the last trial 
the bearings worked much easier than on the first—strange 
fact—because they were worn down. Why not be honest 
at once, and say that the proper and fair way to test en- 
gines of the size of those in the Chattanooga, would be to 
let them run for weeks or months to get smooth, and then 
test their endurance. Any engineer knows, and even the 
members of that Board must admit, that under the cir- 
cumstances, bearings of the size of those under considera- 
tion must and will heat. 

It is unnecessary to refer again to that item. The con- 
denser troubles these “ scrapheap”’ collectors. 

We will admit that the circulating pump is bad and 
must come out. Mr. Merrick will willingly remove that 
and relieve their minds; but the vacuum is at fault. Why 
have they not the magnanimity to give the cause for the low 
vacuum? Mr. Merrick gave it in his letter to your jour- 
nal. It was because a ape left open in the top of the 
condenser, where the Board bad, on a former trial, a gage 
place. When the hole ‘was discovered and plugged the 
vacuum rose at once from 19 to 24, and remained there. 
‘They could not admit this much, as it would remove a 
weighty objection to the engine—but the condenser leaked 
on testing it. An order came from the Bureau to est the 
condenser in a method peculiar and original for ceusing 
condensers to leak, To the uninitiated we will say that the 
condenser is built to stand a pressure from without—in, 
They tested it from within—out—and succeeded in forcing 
74 tubes to leak by pushing ovt the wooden grommets. 
‘There are over 6,000 tubes in the condenser, and a leak 
of 74 must condemn the apparatus (!)—prove that Merrick 
cannot build an engine, and that the condenser used by the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering is the only one to stand a 
trial by a Board of Experts! Another great objection to 
the engine is that *‘107 men on duty in the fire-room” 
cannot, without being exhausted, make the furnaces con- 
sume 14,000 pounds of coal per hour. ‘This quantity of 
voal amounts to 150 tonsin 24 hours. This must be taken 
from the bunkers and put inthe fires—thus it is twice 
handled and is equal to 300 tons once handled—simple 
arithmetic. The amount of ashes from this coal would be 
about 40 tons, which must be taken from the aslpits, ele- 
vated to the deck, and dumped overboard—this is handled 
twice, and ia equal to 80 tons. ‘Thus we have 380 tons to 
te handled by 107 men in a temperature of over 100 deg., 
in addition to the other duties of cleaning tires, ute., ete. 
By quite simple rules, the amount given each man to 
shovel during the two watches he has in 24 hours, is found 
to be over 34 tons, beside the other duties of the tire-room— 
oiling, repairing, cleaning fires, etc.—for we have averaged 
the entire complement of firemen and coalheavers. Is it 
wonderful that men “ faint” when called upon for this in 
the middle of August, and when the entire crew were 
weakened by diarrho»a—there had been itch sickness on 
board—and over 30 of the crew had ro place in which to 
sleep below the deck, as the ship was overcrowded. ‘I'ruly 
this is a serious objection to the engines. Again, would any 
one desiring to find the exact amount of ashes from a cer- 
tain amount of coal—on first starting the fires—weigh 
what fell through the grate-bars as soon as the wood was 
consumed, knowing that the heat would crack the coal and 
cause much of that to fall through before the fires were 
sufficiently started to burn it? ‘This was done by one of 
the Board who was so zealous to condemn the engine that 
he must even come out in acard independently. But there 
is reason in all things, and his reason for this most proba- 
bly was to reinstate himself in the good graces of the 
Bureau, as a rather hasty report against his commanding 
officer, pro tem., had drawn forth a severe rap and a few 
hints on the proprieties of etiquette, etc. But I havedrawn 
out this article at greater length than Lintended. I think 
it must be evident to any one that a strong eflort has been 
made to condemn the engines of the Vhattanooga, and no 
one of the officers who served in that ship doubts but that 
the engines are superior to meny at least of the engines in 
use in the Navy. It is true that some minor details must 
be changed, but where is a work of that magnitude under- 
taken and no faults made ? B. 








TRIAL TRIP OF THE UNITED STATES STEAMER 
PENSACOLA. 
To the Keditor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir :—The old steamer Pensacolt, built in 1858, has 
made a trial (August 31, 1866) of twenty-four hours dura- 
tion, down and up the New Jersey coast, exiending from 
the Sandy Hook to the Cape May lightboat, in order to 
test the condition of her new machinery, and to familiarize 
her engineers with its management. After this trial she 
made another in New York Bay, consisting of four single 
runs between shore marks eight nautical miles asunder, 
making a distance of thirty-two miles. 

The machinery was not constructed for the vessel, and 
consists of a pair of back-action engines with cylinders of 
sixty inches diameter and three feet stroke of piston. These 
engines are duplicates of the Guerriere's, but have only half 
the boiler power with which they were intended to work. 
The vessel for which they were constructed had a draught 
of water of fifteen feet nine inches, a greatest immersed 
amidship section of 543 square feet, and a greatest breadth 
of forty-one feet. ‘The Pensacola, during the trials, had a 
draught of water of seveteen feet, a greatest immersad 
amidship section of 613 square feet, and a greaiest breadth 
of forty-four and a half feet. Her model is much fuller 
than of the vessel for which the machinery was 
intended. 

The following extracts from the official report of Clilef- 


Engineers Albert, Dungan and Long, show the manner in 
which the machinery operated : 

“In obedience to the orders of the Honorable Secretary 
of the Navy, we witnessed the trial of the machinery of the 
U.S. steamer Pensacola, and we respectfully report that the 
sea trial of twenty-four hours was made off the coast of 
New Jersey, between the lightships off Sandy Hook and 
ape May. ‘The machinery during this trial, and the trial 

r speed in New York Bay, worked in the most satisfac- 
wry manner. No journals heated. The engines worked 
smoothly and were not stopped during the trials for ad- 
justment. 

“The average speed for the twenty-four hours trial was, 
by shore observations, 8.56 knots per hour. The speed 
trial was made in New York Bay between the Staten Island 
lighthouse and the East Beacon on Sandy Hook, the dis- 
tance being eight nautical miles. The average speed for 
the four runs was 9.3 knots per hour.” 

To the above may be added that the consumption of coal 
during the 24 hours trial at sea was only at the rate of ten 
pounds per square foot of grate surface per hour, and this 
coal, the Board states, was of poor quality. A.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR THE PAY- 
MENT OF BOUNTIES, UNDER THE ACT TO 
EQUALIZE BOUNTIES, APPROVED JULY 
28, 1866. 


Tue following rules and regulations for the payment of 
bounties under the Act to equalize bounties, approved 
July 28, 1866, have been issued by the War Department: 


Wax DerartMent, Apsutant GENERAL'S Orriceg, ? 
Wasnincton, September 16,1866. § 

First—All applications shall be filed within the period 
of six months from the lst day of October, 1866, and 
before any payments are made shall be classified by regi- 
ments, battalions, or other separate organizations, and no 
application filed after that period shall be settled until the 
former shall have been paid. 

Second — No application shall be entertained unless 
accompanied by the original discharge of the soldier, and 
the affidavit required by the fourteenth section of the act, 
and the further affidavit that he has not received, nor is he 
entitled to receive, from the United States, under any laws 
or regulations prior to the act of July 28, 1866, more than 
one hundred dollars bounty for any and all military service 
rendered by him during the Rebellion, over and above the 
amount therein claimed. 

Third—All applications for the additional bounty au- 
thorized by this act from surviving soldiers, shali be in the 
form hereinafter prescribed, and the evidence of identity 
shall be the same as is now required, and applications 
from the heirs ot deceased soldiers shall be in the form now 
required by the Treasury Department. 

Fourth—As soon as the examination of the claims of 
any regiment or other independent organization shall have 
been properly acted upon, the Paymaster-General shall take 
the necessary steps for their prompt payment. 

Fifth—-A register shall be kept in the Paymaster-Gen- 
eral's office, and also in the office of the Second Auditor, of 
all claims presented under the law, in which the claimants 
will be classified by regiments, etc. If the claims be 
allowed, the amount of bounty paid to each will be noted, 
and if rejected, the cause of rejection will be Cistinctly 
stated. e ° 

Sixth—In the applications for bounty, as required by the 
third of these rules, the affidavit shall state each and every 
period of service rendered by the claimant, and also that 
he never served otherwise than as therein stated. 

Seventh—Organizations irregularly in the service of the 
United States, or called out tor special purposes as State 
militia, home guards, etc., and not included in the general 
bounty laws, are nut included within the meaning of the 
act. 

Eighth—Soldiers enlisted for three years or during the 
war who were discharged by reason of the termination of 
the war shall be considered as having served out the period 
of their enlistment, and are entitled to bounty under this 
act. 

Ninth—The minority of heirs claimants for bounty 
under this act must be proven to have existed at the date 
of its passage. Parents shall receive jointly the bounty to 
which they may be entitled as heirs unless the father has 
abandoned the support of his family, in which case it shall 
be paid to the mother. Non-residence in the United States 
shall not bea bar to the claims of heirs who would otherwise 
; legally inherit.

Tue Navy Department has received a letter from Com- 
modore Joseph Lanman, commanding Auantic Coast 
Squadron, dated Port Royal, 8. C., Sept. 16, 1866. The 
Commodore says: ‘I have the honor to report the return 
of the Tacony to this port yesterday p. m. from a cruise 
down the coast of Georgia and Florida as far as Cape 
Canaveral. Having heard that sickness prevailed at Fer- 
nandina, Fla., and Savannah, Ga., I did not communicate 
with either of those places. I was glad to hear subse- 
quently, by hailing a boat from the commandant of the 
works at Fort Clinch, that there was now no sickness at 
Fernandina. The Tacony passed within sight of Mosquito 
Inlet, and there was no indication of smuggling or negro- 
stealing being carried on there.” 


Tue steamer Sacramento was put in commission at the 
Navy-yard, Boston, on the 18th inst. ‘The following is a 
correct list of her officers: Commodore, J. P. McKinstry ; 
Lieutenant-Commander and Executive Officer, P. C. John- 
son; Paymaster, A. W. Russell; Surgeon, R. C. Dean; Chief 
Engineer, W. B. Brooks ; Lieutenant-Commander and 
Navigator, G, M. Bache; Lieutenant-Commanders, F. Rog- 
ers and W. Abbott ; Passed Assistant Surgeon, H. P. Bab- 
cock; Acting Volunteer Lieutenant, G. A. Smith; First 
Lieutenant Marines, H. A. Bartlett ; Acting Master, J. E. 
Jones ; First Assistant Engineer, A. H. Able; Second As- 
sistant Engineers, C. J. Coney, F. D. Miller, J. Wylie, D.

Sailmaker, J. C. Brodford. Since going into commission, 
Captain N. Collins has been ordered to relieve Commodore 
McKinstry in command. The Sacramento carries a battery 
of two ll-inch pivots, two 9-inch broadside, one 60- 
pounder Parrott, and four howitzers. Sho will sail in a few 
days; destination unknown. Most of the above officers 
were from the Chattanooga, and it was an agreeable surprise 
to them to be put into commission on the very day they re- 
ported, instead of being obliged to live on shore for two 
months at great expense, and on “ shore-pay,” as they did 
in Philadelphia. It would be a great improvement if all 
commanding officers (who have good houses furnished 
them) could remember their earlier days when they had to 
leave home and wait for ships to go into commission, and 
oblige officers of the present: day by giving them a place to 
live in at a cheaper rate than that furnished by a Phila- 
delphia hotel. 


Tue following letter from Acting Rear-Admiral Godon, 
commanding the South Atlantic Squadron, describing the 
ceremonial of saluting the Brazilian’ flag by the United 
States steamer ipsic, Commander Blake, has been re- 
ceived by the Navy Department :

Hansor or Banta, Brazin, August 25, 1866. ‘ 


Siz :—I have the honor to inform the Department of my arrival at 
this port after a long passage under sail, without other incident to 
note than in falling in with the masts and spars of a large ship about 
250 miles to the southward, which vessel had evidently been burned 
not far from the place we discovered the wreck. On reaching here I 
found the Nipsic, Lieutenant-Commander Blake, awaiting my arrival. 
That officer had properly carried out the Department’s instructions to 
salute the Brazilian flag, under my order of July 12th, a copy. of 
which has already been forwarded. I now enclose the report of the 
execution of that order, together with the correspondence with the 
head of the province. The incidental circumstances attendant on the 
ceremonial were all of the pleasantest character, and will not fail to 


be agreeably remembered. I shall probably send the Nipsic to Per- 


nambuco on the Ist September, and sail myself for Rio on the 4th or 
5th, ‘she crews of both vessels are in good health. Before I left Rio, 
General Webb had arrived, and a change of ministry had also taken 
place. The present incumbents are pledged to a more active prose- 
cution of the war. On the 2lst of July I sent instructions to Com- 
mander Canby, of the Shamokin, to hold himself in readiness to pro-

In obedience to instructions, Lieutenant-Commander 
Blake, of the Nipsic, under date of Bahia, July 25, 1866, 
informs Admiral Godon that, in answer toa letter ad- 
dressed by him to the President of the Province, fixing the 
23d for the salute, he received a reply expressing gratifica- 
tion at the proposed amende honorable, and containing as- 
surances that all unpleasant impressions created by the 
course of the Wachusett would be entirely effaced. The 
23d being the anniversary of the coronation of the Em- 
peror, the Nipsic was dressed by the invitation of the naval 
authorities with the Brazilian flag at the main. <A few 
minutes before twelve the American flag was hauled down 
from the foremast head, and at noon the salute of t wenty- 
one guns was fired, with the Brazilian flag at the fore. 
The salute was returned, gun for gun, by the corvette 
Dona Jannaria, which, previous to the salute, ran up the 
American flag, which was also displayed in Place Square, 
and kept flying during the pr. m. 

On the 24th, Commander Blake paid an official visit to 
the President, which he returned on the day following at- 
tended by his staff, all of whom were received with appro- 
priate ceremonies. In reply to Commander Blake, and in 
accepting the honor of a salute, the President of the 
Province rejoices that the Government of the United 
States, appreciating in its wisdom the justice which exists 
in his empire, should not have hesitated in giving satisfac- 
tion for an offence committed against it during the tran- 
quillity of a profound peace, and, confiding in the senti- 
ments expressed of the American Commander, assures him 
that the honor of the nation being thus satisfied, not the 
slightest resentment will remain against a Government 
which thus solemnly shows before the civilized world that 
she does not avail herself of the force at her disposal against 
an injured power, and that on the contrary will be held in 
the highest appreciation the justice of a nation which con- 
tinues to make more dear the close relations of friendship 
which, until now, have united, and will continue to unite, 
two Powers which dwell on the same continent.

TRIALS OF STEAM MACHINERY. 

I‘ another part of this issue will be found an ac- 

count of the trial of the steam machinery of the 
English iron-clad Bellerophon. The account is of 
special interest just now, when so much attention is 
attracted to important trials of steam machinery 
which have lately taken place in our own Navy. All 
vessels in the English navy are subjected to the same 
kind of trial; running over the same measured mile ; 
tested in the same particulars, and in all other re- 
spects under the same conditions. The builders of 
the machinery, therefore, know beforehand just what 
they have got to do, and there is no chance for unfair- 
ness. Moreover, the exact relative performance of 
every vessel is thus put on record. The ships, of 
course, make better time over the measured mile than 
they afterward do in service; but this is no evidence 
that the engines fail afterward to work up to so high 
a power as they attained at their trial; for they may 
never again be tested under such favorable conditions 
—smooth water, clean bottoms, clean _ boilers, 
thoroughly drilled firemen, etc. It has often occurred 
on the contrary that the engines have developed more 
power in service than they did on the measured mile. 
It would be well for us if we had some such standard 
distance over which al] naval steam vessels must be 
run, under certain specified conditions. This would 
enable us to have the competitive trials for which our 
Navy and engineers are now so desirous, and would 
make any evasion or unfairness of any kind impossible. 
The present contest between engines ought to be set- 
tled in this decisive way, that the competitive build- 
ers may have no reason for complaining of unjust 
treatment. It is not necessary that the measured 
mile be the standard, after the English system. In- 
deed, it would be preferable to fix upon some longer 
distance for the standard test. We would suggest 
that all naval steam vessels be run over the Chatta- 
nooga race-course, in Chesapeake Bay, which meas- 
ures about twenty-four miles. Whenever two or 
more vessels are built in direct competition, they could 
and should be run together over the course, that the 
conditions of wind, tide and currents may be ex- 
actly the same. 

The Bellerophon’s engines, it will be seen by the 
report, worked up to the enormous power of 6,400 
horses. These engines are the well-known ‘‘ Penn 
‘* Trunk Engine.”’ The cylinders are 112 inches in 
diameter (the effective diameter 1(4 inches) ; the pis- 
ton’s stroke is four feet ; the steam is supplied by ten 
horizontal tubular boilers with four furnaces in each, 
or forty in all, the grate surface being about 850 square 
feet. The particular point to which we wish to direct 
attention is that the boilers in the Bellerophon occupy 
about 65 feet in the length of the vessel, and the 
engines 27 feet, while the engines and boilers in our 
Wampanoag and class occupy about 180 feet in the 
length of the vessel. The Bellerophon has but two 
smoke pipes, so placed as not to interfere with the use 
of the sails, while the Wampanoag class has four 
pipes which seriously interfere with their use. It 
cannot be expected that the engines of our vessels 
alluded to will work up to as much power as those of 
the Bellerophon (of which there are many duplicates 


in the British Navy), even if the engines could 
stand it, because their boilers cannot begin to make as 
much steam as those of the English vessels. The 
Bellerophon is of about 7,000 tons displacement, or 
about twice the size of the Wampanoag class, with 
vastly fuller lines, yet, as we have seen, her machinery, 
that occupies but about one-half the space that ours 
does, has worked up to 6,400 horse power and 
propels this blunt vessel 14.3 knots. There is not the 
slightest doubt that, if the engines on our vessels 
could be worked up to 5,000 horse power, with their 
splendid models, a speed of about 16 knots would be 
attained. In short, if our vessels had the Bellero- 
phon’s steam machinery in them they would not only 
be 16-knot ships, but the engines and boilers would 
occupy only about one-half the space they now do, 
and consequently the coal, instead of being carried in 
part on the berth deck, could be stowed in bunkers in 
the hold. 


EDUCATION OF THE STAFF. 

IN a previous issue of the JouRNAL we presented 
an outline of the system of education adopted by the 
Prussian Government for the special training of staff 
officers. We gave this as a sort of model for such a 
course of staff education as we think ought to be en- 
grafted in our Army system. It has the advantage 
that it could be carried out without any further or 
special legislation, and without causing any derange- 
ment of other features of our Army. A simple order 
from the Secretary of War would set the whole ma- 
chinery in operation, and there would be no further 
difficulty. 

Having examined the nature of the organization of 
the Prussian Staff School, it may be profitable to in- 
quire into that of the French. Inthe French army 
the members of the Staff Corps are—as they should 
be—the very ¢/ite, the picked men of the army. To 
be a Staff Colonel is a greater distinction than to be 
a General of brigade in the line, and rightly, for the 
responsibilities of the former are far heavier, and the 
duties imposed on him require far more military 
knowledge and ability. The higher officers of the 
Staff Corps are men perfectly competent to assume 
large field commands, whenever the nécessity arises. 
Let us sce how they are prepared for their positions. 

One great source of supply for the Staff School is 
the military school of St. Cyr, which gives its students 
a two years’ course of training. In this course, the 
practical part of military instruction is made promi- 
nent. Twenty-two of the pupils of St. Cyr and three 
of the Polytechnic are annually selected to compete 
with thirty second lieutenants of the army for admis- 
sion to the ‘‘Staff School of Application.’”’ The 
students of these schools, as might be anticipated, 
are generally the successful competitors, although 
there are a few lieutenants of the line who, by their 
superior ability, succeed in the contest. 

Those who are accepted as members of the ‘‘ Staff 
** School of Application ’’ remain there two years, at 
the end of which time they are obliged to serve two 
years with infantry, and an equal length of time with 
the cavalry, so as to become practically familiar with 
the duties of the two main branches of the service. 
The Staff School is in Paris, and contains, when full, 
ninety of the officer students. It has its commandant, 
director of studies, managers of the interior economy 
of the school, thirteen military professors, and three 
non-military professors. The studies for the first year 
are: Descriptive geometry, astronomy, topography, 
artillery, fortification, military art, military adminis- 
tration, manceuvre, drawing, keeping of memoran- 
dum books, conduct and discipline, and riding and 
knowledge of the horse. The course for the second 
year is an extension of the studies of the first, with 
the addition of geography and statistics. 

For three months in each year the studies are con- 
ducted out of doors, and consist mainly in making plans 
and military sketches. During the other nine months, 
the students are kept at work in doors from seven to 
nine hours, the school discipline not being as severe 
as at the Polytechnic. At the end of each year there 
are rigid examinations, for which a minimum standard 
of excellence is established, which the student must 
reach or fail of admission to the Staff Corps. The 
course is admirably suited to develop whatever apti- 
tude the students may have for the duties of staff 
officers. 

From this brief statement it can be seen what, in 





France, is considered essential to the proper training 





of a staff officer. There are several details in regard 
to the mode of discipline and course of instruction 
which have been omitted, but we have given the main 
and more important features. As in the Prussian 
Staff School, great importance is attached to military 
geography—a study of even greater importance to the 
officers of our Army than to those of either France or 
Prussia. The thousands of costly blunders made dur- 
ing the late war should be a sufficient demonstration 
of the necessity of this branch of military acquire- 
ment. 

As we have before said, we regard the Prussian 
staff system as better suited for adoption by our 
Army than the French, although either would be an 
infinite improvement on our own. We have called 
attention to both systems that our readers may see 
how far we are now behind the two foremost military 
powers of Europe in the organization and education of 
our Army. It is now a fitting time to begin to repair 
our errors, and to make our Army what it should be. 
The fact that it is so small numerically, renders it all 
the more necessary that its officers should be fitted, 
during peace times, to assume the management and 
control of large armies when the necessity again 
arises. 

The need of a disproportionately large staff corps 
must be apparent to all intelligent officers who have 
examined the subject. In our article on the Prussian 
Staff School we have indicated how a corps of staff 
officers can be selected and educated for their duties. 
We trust that the subject will be favorably considered 
by our higher military authorities, and such action 
taken as will result in the formation of a staff corps 
that will be an ornament to the service, and that will 
be sufficient for the more responsible staff positions in 
an army of half a million of soldiers. 

Baron von Movkte, General of infantry (as to 
titular rank), and chief of the general staff of the 
Prussian army, according to his likeness in the J//us- 
trirte Zeitung of July 7, 1866, very much resembles 
our General Drx, not only in face and bust, but in air 
and expression. This eminent General, who is re- 
sponsible for the highest direction of the Prussian 
army, and for its whole tactical-strategical existence 
end recent results, is by birth a Dane. The MoLKres 
originally were a Mecklenburger family. In the first 
half of the Eighteenth Century, ApAm GorriLos 
Mo.ukte founded the Danish line. This one left 
behind him not less than twenty-two children, of whom 
the majority played an illustrious part in the history 
of Denmark and Schleswig-Holstein. The most 
original and renowned of all these is that Mo.xte, 
Lord of Rutschau, who was so carried away by the 
ideas of the French Rovolution of 1789, that he laid 
aside his title of Count, and styled himself ‘‘ Citizen 
‘**Mo.kre.”’ To these opinions he held fast through- 
out his whole life, and as a friend of DAHLMANN, the 
historian representative and champion of the Duchies, 
he stood forward prominent as one of the warmest 
defenders of the freedom and rights of Schleswig- 
Holstein. This Republican gentleman died in 1847, 
universally honored. 

General, Chief of the Staff, Baron von Mo xze, 
a nephew of the above, in the beginning of his 
twentieth year entered the Prussian service as lieu- 
tenant, and thus established a branch of the family in 
Prussia. He began his career in the Eighth (the 
King’s Own) regiment, but almost immediately, in 
consequence of his acquirements and talents, was 
transferred to the General Staff. The war between 
the Ottoman Porte and Mrewemer Att, Pacha of 
Egypt, gave the young MOoLKTE, as a staff officer of 
the General Staff, an important mission. 

In joint commission, from the Prussian Govern- 
ment, with the Representative, VincKE-OLBEN- 
DoRFF, he took part in the Syrian campaign, which, asit 
now appears, was the remote cause of the great 
European war between England and France allied and 
Russia. MOoLKTE was present in the ranks of the 
Egyptians in that great battle of Nisib, June 25, 
1839, whereby IprAnIM Pacha first outmanceuvred, 
and then almost destroyed, the Turkish army. In 
consequence of this success, the Turkish fleet passed 
over to the Egyptians, and had not the great 
European Powers interfered, Menemer Ari would 
have become master of the Moslem East. 

After Von Mockte’'s return to Berlin from the 
Turco-Egyptian war, he remained thenceforth at- 
tached to the General Staff, and rose step by step to 
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the highest military grades, and became Chief on the 
General Staff and ‘‘ General of Infantry,’’ the second 
grade in Prussia, and only inferior to the rarely-con- 
ferred rank of Field-Marshal. When General VoGEL 
yon FALKENSTEIN was appointed Commander of the 
Seventh Army Corps, Baron von MoOLKTE became, in 
1865, ‘‘ Chief of the General Staff of the Prussian 
“ Army,’’ and as such acted for and with the army 
in Silesia. He is said to be the author of all the suc- 
cesses, as far as mind and direction are concerned, of 
all the marvellous Prussian strategic movements and 
victories. 

It was probably a relative of this voN MOoLKTE 
who wrote the Russo-Turkish campaigns of 1828-9, 
which able digest was translated into English in 1854, 
and published in London. This Baron von MOLKTE 
was despatched to the Turkish army, by the order of 
his own sovereign, at the request of the Sultan, 
MAHMOUD, and served with it through the cam- 
paigns described in the work. This shows the high 
opinion entertained of the military capacity of those 
bearing this name, both at home and abroad. 


THROUGH special sources of information we learn 
some interesting facts in regard to the action of the 
different European powers in the matter of breech- 
loading arms. The French, as we are told, have 
adopted the system of CHAssEporT, which is the in- 
vention of a French mechanic who succeeded in pass- 
ing the barriers of official routine and bringing his 
invention directly to the attention of the Emperor. 
CHASSEPOT’S gun is a needle-gun with a short needle. 
It is an improvement on the Prussian needle-gun, 
and is free from the leakage of gas to which the 
earlier models of that gun were subject. The 
French claim for it, as compared with the Prussian 
gun, greater simplicity and facility in handling and 
less liability to derangement. We learn that two 
hundred thousand of these guns are to be finished by 
October Ist or soon after. The trial of this gun has 
been conducted with the greatest secrecy, the presi- 
dent of the commission carrying the gun home with 
him in his carriage, and never suffering it to go out 
of his sight. 

The French, as well as the Prussians, prefer their 
imperfect and clumsy needle-guns, as they object to 
our American system of metallic cartridges on account 
of the great expense of the cartridge. The cartridge 
used in the Chassepot gun is made with a gauze 
wrapper,fand is used ,with the central fire. The 
French claim to have discovered a new powder or ful- 
minating material which occupies less space than the 
ordinary cartridge-filling. Though their discoveries 
in this direction are kept secret, enough is known to 
indicate that they have arrived at important results. 

The Russian government, we learn, have adopted 
what is known as the Bradwell system of breech- 
loaders. The Terry system has also been received 
by them with considerable favor. The Austrians had 
at one time settled upon the Lindner system of 
transformation, and a large number of guns were 
altered on this system. Arrangements are said also 
to have been made in England for the transformation 
of a large number more. 

The English themselves have not yet reached a sat- 
isfactory conclusion on the subject of breech-loaders. 
Forty thousand guns have been ordered to be changed 
on the Snider pattern. This works with a side swing- 
ing breech-pin, instead of one with the motion in the 
Plane of the axis of the barrel, which is the plan fol- 
lowed in one form or another in all of our best Ameri- 
can breech-loaders. The English are still experiment- 
ing in the slow way peculiar to John Bull. After a 
time the thunder-clap of war will awaken them to 
the advantages of some American invention which 
they will at the same time complacently discover was 
first thought of by an Englishman in the last century. 

The American models for breech-loaders are innu- 
merable. We have published descriptions of one of 
these—the Peabody gun. [Beside this there are the 
Remington gun, the Roberts gun, the Berdan and 
Allyn systems of alteration for the Springfield rifle, 
the National Arms gun, the Spencer, the Henry, the 
Poltney, the Ballard and others, numbering at least 
thirty-five in all. We propose to publish cuts and 
€scriptions of some of the best of these. None of 
them were definitely adopted by the Board of officers 
to whom the subject of breech-loading arms was re- 
ferred. They confined themselves to recording the 


result of their experiments and recommending the 
adoption of BERDAN’s system for altering the Spring- 
field muskets now in use. We understand, however, 
that this recommendation was not approved by the 
Bureay of Ordnance, which prefers ALLYN’S system. 
The Peabody, Remington and National Arms breech- 
loaders met with special favor from the Board, though, 
as we say, no one of them was adopted, as, with the 
change proposed for the Springfield musket, we shall 
be prepared for all present contingencies, and be free 
to take advantage of any further developments in this 
new and comparatively untried field of warlike inven- 
tion. 








WE wish there could be added to the experiments 
of the Engineer Board with heavy ordnance, at Fort 
Monroe, some tests of the effects of the 15-inch gun 
on a Monitor turret, which is a subject in which the 
country is full as much interested as it is in armor- 
plated fortifications. Many of our Monitors are armed 
with 15-inch guns, and some few of our forts, yet 
there is no instance on record in which guns of this 
calibre have been fired at cither our forts or Monitors. 
In recent experiments in England, a 9-inch gun was 
able to inflict very serious damage upon the turret of 
the Royal Sovereign, penetrating its 5 1-2-inches of 
plating and seriously damaging its backing. In the 
celebrated fight between the Monitor Weehawlhen and 
the Rebel ram Atlanta, a shot from the 13-inch gun 
of the Monitor fired with a charge of 35 pounds 
of powder striking at avery obtuse angle, although it 
did not succeed in breaking through the ram’s armor, 
made such havoe with its wooden backing as to de- 
moralize the crew of the Atlanta, and to cause them 
to surrender their ship. 

There are at present laid up at League Island sev- 
eral Monitors which have been in service since 1862. 
One of them might well be taken as an experimental 
target. Let this vessel be anchored off Fort Monroe, 
and the 15-inch gun be fired at her turret. The only 
trouble is that the early Monitors are comparatively 
lightly armored, and were not built to withstand such 
heavy ordnance as the 15-inch gun, none of which 
were likely to oppose them. The Dictator and the 
Puritan are our proper antagonists to an enemy 
carrying 15-inch guns. But though it might be easy 
to argue the main result 4 priori, the trial would 
elicit very valuable data to add to those which will be 
obtained by the experiments against armored fortifica- 
tions. 





THE system of doubling which prevailed during our 
late war, which answered with our men, was tried 
many years ago in the Hanoverian army, and perhaps 
other European services, and was not found to work. 
This may only prove that the superior intelligence of 
our men permits a more diffuse or loose order, and 
that they can apply, in actual field practice, tactics 
for which less intelligent soldiers are unfitted. An 
innovation or improvement similar to Upron’s Tactics 
was ordered or recommended, during the Spanish 
peninsular campaign, by WELLINGTON, with this dif- 
ference, that instead of wheeling by fours, with great- 
er than usual interval between the front and rear 
ranks, the English plan was founded on wheels by 
threes. In the cases of WELLINGTON and Upron, 
both wheels were predicated on the movements of the 
cavalry of the two services, English and American ; 
the former, as well known, wheeling or pivoting by 
threes, the latter wheeling by fours. In regard to 
‘* Morris's flank movements,’’ they are not new as to 
conception, however original as to development, since 
they were tried nearly 70 years ago, and discarded, as 
a rule, as inadmissible. 





WE call the attention of our readers to an account of the 
trial of the Pensacola which is to be found in another por- 
tion of our columns. It will be remembered that the 
Pensacola was originally fitted with engines, boilers and 
propeller designed by Dickerson and Sickues. These 
engines and boilers were removed and replaced by a psir 
of engines designed by Mr. IsheRwoop, as described }y 
our correspondent. ‘These engines are duplicates of twen' y 
pairs building for the Guerriere, Hassalloo, etc. In the latter 
vessels they are fitted with four boilers, and two of Mr. Is»- 
ERWOOD’s improved “ superheaters ”’ ; these “‘ superheaters”’ 
not only warm the steam, but if the boilers foam, they 
catch the fresh water which boils over, which can (if the 
quantity is not too great) easily be disposed of by opening 
the bottom blows in “superheaters.”” The Pensacola is sup- 
plied with but two boilers (or one-half the boiler designed 








for the engine) but with the two “superheaters” or foam 





arrssters. The screw is the one originally fitted to the ves- 
sels by Dickerson and Sicxtzs. So, ceteris paribus 
equal revolutions will give equal speeds. 

Referring to the report of the trial of the Pehsacola with 
Dickerson’s engines (see proceedings of Board) it is seen 
that the average speed was 8.8 knots. On the late trial 
with Mr. IsHerwoop's engines, the average speed was 8.56 
knots, the vessel going faster with the old engines. Un- 
usual means were taken to obtain the speed on the last trial ; 
an immense blowing apparatus, consisting of two powerful 
steam engines, with belts, wheels, pulleys, intermediate 
shafts, and two enormous Dimprex’s blowers, had been 
erected on the berth deck. From the discharge side of 
these blowers very crooked conduits lead to the base of the 
chimney, into which the blowers discharge their oxygen. 

When it is remembered that the average turns on the late 
trial were not over 29 per minute, it will be seen that the 
statement that the journals worked cool is not very re- 
markable. 

Considering the means employed, i. e., the capacity of 
engine, the grate surface in boilers, the use of complicated 
“‘superheaters’’ blowers and surface condensation, the result 
attained is far below mediocrity. 

The engines and boilers of the Pensacola weigh about 320 
tons; were this weight of material distributed in accord- 
ance with the ordinary practice in successful screw engines 
and without superheaters or blowers—for example, the City 
of Paris—it is quite safe to assert that a speed of upward 
of 10 knots would be easily attainable with such a vessel 
as the Pensacola, 











We take the following from the report of the proceed- 
ings of the “ Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Convention” at Pitts- 
burg: ; ; 


Captain Youne, of Ohio, claimed the attention of the 
chair, and moved that all officers now serving in the Regu- 
lar Army who might be present with the intention of taking 
part in this Convention, be respectfully requested to re- 
tire. He said that those officers held positions in the 
country’s service, receiving pay for their services, and that 
when they attempted to take rides with political parties 
they demeaned their high position. Referring to General 
Custer as one of the principal managers of the Cleveland 
Convention, the speaker said thet he had been despised, as 
a partisan, by those who had del ghted to honor him for 
his services in the field. General Woot, a man whose 
hair had been whitened by the snows of age, and who, 
until the present, had been loved asa general, stepped 
from his honorable position when he uttered not only 
partisan but treasonable and revolutionary sentiments. 

Leud cries were made of ‘‘ Question,’’ and several points 
of order were submitted by gentlemen. 
tions of order, submitted by Colonel Srraicut, of Indiana, 
was to the effect that the call for the present Conveniion 
had been addressed to those who had served in the Army, 
and who maintained the principles of the Union party and 
of Congress. Therefore it was not in order to exclude a 
man for the mere reason that he belongs to the Regular 
Army. It was impossible to go behind that call, and rule 
out an individual upon the ground that he had a Regular 
commission. 

General Necuey, for the Chairman, who was unable to 
make himself heard, declared the point of order well taken, 
remarking that this Convention had not assembled for the 
purpose of deliberating upon the right of men in partic- 
ular positions to express their views. The call was ad- 
dressed to all alike. 

General Neciey was undoubtedly just in his decision. 
Any officer of the Regular Army or Navy who chose 
certainly had the right to take part in the Convention. 
The question of propriety or impropriety is one which he, 
and not the Convention ought to decide. Many officers 
decline to vote, on reasonable grounds, but that is no 
reason why they should be diefranchised. We should 
advise Regualr officers to keep aloof from all political 
gatherings, of what sort soever, but we would not assume 
to drive them away from such meetings, if they thought it 


right to join in them. 








Tue last number of the Edinburgh Review has an elabo- 
rate and appreciative article on the important part which 
our Navy bore in the late war, also fully acknowledging the 
formidable character of our naval vessels, and warning the 
English people that they will have a severe task to main- 
tain their ascendency at sea. The Review says: 

“We in England, if entering into a struggle for that 
supremacy of the seas which involves the preservation of 
our own coasts from danger, and the protection of a vast 
and wide-spread commerce, must look to meeting, not a 
raw, seceding province, but powers who are ready to attack, 
and will allow us brief space to prepare.” 

The following reference is made to the Miantonomoh : 
“This vessel does the greatest credit to the American 
flag, since it must be confessed that there is not a vessel in 
the British navy which could destroy her by gunnery, or 
which she could not destroy.” 


Tur recruiting for the new regiments authorized by the 
provisions of the Army Bill, passed at the late session of 
Congress, is progressing rapidly. A majority of the re- 
cruits are enlisted in the Eastern States, and are generally 
men who have served in the late war.

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THE MADAWASKA. 


Tur Madawaske is the first completed of the fleet of five 
vessels ordered by the Department several years since. 
The others are the Wampanoag, Neshaminy, Pompanoosuc 
and Ammonoosuc. As has been seen by the letter of Cap- 
tain Roe, published in our last issue, the Madawaska has 
attained the t speed of any screw vessel in this 
country, and, for aught we know to the contrary, in the 
world. 

The hull of the Madawaska was built at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, under the sole direction of Naval Constructor 
BF. Delano, who has built the finest vessels in our Navy. 
The Madawaska was launched July 8, 1865 The fol- 
lowing are the dimensions of her hull: Length on load 
line, 335 feet; keel, 316 feet; over all, 355 feet; extreme 
beam, 45 feet; depth of hold, 23 feet; tonnage (old 
measurement, 3,281 tons) new measurement, 2,135 tons. 
The vessel is pierced to carry twenty-two guns. 

The engines of the Madawaska possess more than ordi- 
nary interest, owing to the fact that they have been con- 
structed to compete with the engines generally adopted by 
the Navy Department for our large screw steamships now 
under completion. ‘These ships, of which the American 
public know but little, attract great attention on the other 
side of the Atlantic in consequence of their size and 
enormous steam power. Some British journal» have 
already nicknamed them “hornets,” well aware that in 
case of a war with England they would prove very trouble- 
some. 

Before entering on a description of the machinery of the 
Madawaska, we will briefly advert to the nature of the com- 
petition which we have alluded to. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, Mr. Isherwood, after the 
building of the Monitor fleet of the Passaic class, published, 
as is well known, the first volume of his “‘ Experimental 
Researches on Steam Engineering,” in which he asserted 
that the vibrating lever engine, designed by Ericsson, was 
‘‘ unfit for the naval service.” The entire Monitor fleet 
having been fitted with this particular engine, the Navy 
Department, in order to settle a question so important to 
the naval service, decided to try the vibrating lever engine 
in vessels of timilar model to those to which the Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering was applying engines of 
his own design. Messrs. Morris and Towne, of Philadel- 
phia, having expressed their confidence in the vibrating 
lever engine, were accordingly ordered to construct such 
engines for the double-turreted Monitors Monadnock and 
Agaimenticus, while Mr. Isherwood was instructed to apply 
engines of equal power of his own design to the sister tur- 
ret vessels Miantonomoh and Tonawanda. The public al- 
ready know the result. The Mientonomoh with Mr. Isher- 
wood’s engine has not proved as fast and reliable as 
the Monadnock with her vibrating lever engine, con- 
demned in Mr. Isherwood’s book. ‘This fact in ilself 
would be sufficient to show the value of an opinion based 
solely on theoretical considerations. But Mr. Isherwood 
did not construct his engine for the Miantonomoh as in- 
stvucted, of equal power with that of the Monadnock. He 
made his steam cylinders of considerably greater capacity 
than those of the competing vessels, and hence the proof 
against the soundness of his theory is overwhelming. The 
Navy Department, long before the success of the Monad- 
nock was established, had, in order to test the matter 
thoroughly, contracted with Captain Ericsson to apply his 
vibrating lever engine to the Madawaska, Mr. Isherwood at 
the same time applying an engine of his design to the 
Wampanoog. Both these ships were designed and con- 
structed by the skilful Delano. Both were built at the 
same time, from the same molds and from wood of equal 
quality, and will be rigged precisely alike. The steam 
cylinders are alike, viz: One hundred inches diameter, 
four feet stroke; the boilers have been built from the same 
plans, presenting the same amount of grate and heating 
surface ; the height and diameter of the smoke pipes being 
also alike ; the propellers are of equal diameter, with « differ- 
ence of pitch of four feet, while the propeller shafts are of 
equal length and diameter in both ships, and the surface 
condensers contain the same number of tubes of equal 
length and diameter. The motive engines only are un- 
like. We do not propose to institute any comparison be- 
tween the plans of Isherwood’s and Ericsson's engines, 
nor do we intend to prophesy the result because the Monad- 
nock has beat the Miantonomoh and the Maumee (with her 
vibrating lever engine), her competitors. We shall, in due 
time, simply give our readers a faithful account of the result 
of the impending trial of speed between Mr. Delano’s mag- 
nificent screw ships, both of which, we trust, will answer 
the expectation of the country. It has often been proposed 
to test different plans of motive engines in ships, ‘‘ pre- 
cisely alike,” but invariably some “trifling change of 
model,” or other “ insignificant” deviation from the origi- 
nal intention has crept in, and thus the object of a direct 
test has been defea We record, therefore, with great 
pleasure this signal instance of perfect similarity. The 
omer will thank Mr. Delano for having so completely 
carried out the programme that no allowance need be made 
for discrepancies of any kind. 

The steam cylinders, 100 inches in diameter, four fect 
stroke, are placed at right angles to the keel, back to back. 
Their centre lines are in the same vertical plane, but they 
are not horizontal, each inclining at an angle of 17 degrees 
to the horizon, the depression being at the ship's centre 
line. The piston of each cylinder has two piston rods 
placed on the same level, pointing toward the sides of the 
ship. By means of a cross-head and link, each pair of 
piston rods transmit the motive force to a short lever at- 
tached to the forward end of a rock shaft placed parallel 
with the keel and el with the centre line of the pro- 

shaft. rock shaft 23 inches diameter, is sup- 
ported by three pillow blocks attached to the ends of three 
cast iron frames transversely, and firmly bolted to 
bed plates resting on the longitudinal kelsons of the ship. 
The forward and intermediate of these transverse frames 
support the steam cylinders, while the intermediate and 
aft frames eupport the pillow blocks of the main crank. 
This latter is operated by two connecting rods which are 


connected to the lower ends of levers attached to and sus- 
pended below the after ends of the rock shafts. These 
suspended levers are sixty inches long; the short levers 











operated by the piston-rod heads ard links are thirty- 
pent tnchew, It will be ent on reflection that owing 
to this unequal length of each pir of rock-shaft levers the 
throw of the main crank will be much greater than that 
due to the stroke of the piston, viz: thirty-eight inches in 
place of twenty-four inches in the ordinary screw engine. 
‘Lhis is one of the leading features in the vibrating lever 
engine, the advantage gained being a considerable reduc- 
tion of strain upon the crank pin and crank journals. 
The engines may be reversed in a few minutes by means of 
a hydraulic cylinder and piston, conttolled by a stop-cock 
and handle. ‘This easy and rapid mode of reversing was 
applied to the Dictator with perfect success. The air 
pumps and feed pumps, two for each engine, are vertical, 
placed at opposite ends of the rock shafts, and operate by 
means of levers attached to the ends of the latter. Gal- 
leries, protected by brass railings, extend all around the 
engines, from which the working parts may be readily ex- 
amined and attended to. 

The condensation of the steam is effected by admitting 
the exhaust steam from the cylinders into two chambers 
filled with small tubes, through which cold water is con- 
stantly circulated. ‘The advantage of surface condensation 
is obviously that the condensed steam in the form of dis- 
tilled water may be returned to the boilers, thereby nearly 
dispensing with the use of salt water. Eachof the surface 
condensers of the Madawaska is ten feet ten inches long by 
nine feet three inches wide, four feet five inches deep, con- 
taining three thousand six hundred brass tubrs, five-eighth 
inch external diameter. On the top of each condenser is 
placed a water circulating fan made of copper, six feet in 
diameter, inclosed in a circular cast-iron box, the centre of 
which communicates with the tube chambers of the con- 
denser. ‘The exit of the water fan and the tube chamber 
of the condenser communicate with the sea by means of 
appropriate pipes and stop-valves. ‘The fan is driven by 
two twelve-inch steam cylinders, sixteen inches stroke, 
placed at right angles, on the top of the fan box. The ad- 
vantage of this mode of circulating cold water through the 
condenser tubes is the perfect regularity and continuity of 
the current, the almost unlimited supply of the cooling 
medium it affords, the absence of the ordinary pump valves, 
with their liability to derangement, and the independent 
nature of the operation. Hence, in the Madawaska, maxi- 
mum power of refrigeration may at all times be exerted, 
however slow the motive engines work; while in the 
Wampanoag and the other ships of the class, with ordinary 
reciprocating circulatiag pumps worked by the motive 
eugine, the supply of cold water to the condenser tubes 
will be stinted at times when the engines, in consequence 
of great resistance, move slow and demand heavy pressure. 

The stern arrangement of the Mudawaska is admirably 
executed, reflecting great credit on all concerned. The 
rudder, constructed on the balance system. as in the Dic- 
tatorv, is composed of a skeleton frame of wrought iron, 
over which has been cast a coating of brass half an inch 
thick all over—a difficult operation very successfully carried 
out. The brass-covered ivon skeleton is inclosed in a cas- 
ing of copper plates one quarter of an inch thick, which 
forms the rudder. ‘The plates are joined very neatly, and, 
the rivets being counter-sunk and flush, the exterior of the 
rudder presents a perfectly smooth surface. The rudder 
pintle and the upper part of the rudder stem are lined 
with brass and turned, the pintle beim z supported by a pro- 
jecting arm bent upward, as in the Dictator, to protect the 
pintle in case the ship should touch ground. ‘I'he weight 
of the rudder is suspended on a wrought-iron collar, se- 
cured to the upper end of the rudder stem, turning on a 
series of steel rollers. The propeller is a true screw wit 
four blades, 19 feet diameter and 30 feet pitch, cast of com- 
position metal, weight 29,350 pounds. The propeller shaft 
and line shafting is 144 feet in length, 18 inches diameter, 
divided in four sections. By means of a disconnecting 
clutch of wiought iron the propeller shaft may be instantly 
detached fvom the rest of the shafting whenever the steam 
power is to be dispensed with and canvas alone employed. 
‘The connection between the main crank of the engine and 
the line shafting consists of two wrought-iron clutches, 
held together by bolts and thick gum washers. This 
clutch acts as a universal joint, admitting of the most ex- 
tensive deflection of the ship longitudinally in a seaway, 
without straining the shafting or crank journals. 


The thrust collar of the Madawaska, as in the Dictator, 
consists of a single disk. It has a face of 600 superficial 
inches, in contact with the thrust bearing, the junction 
being constantly flooded with oil, by means of a pump 
operated by acam on the shaft. A cistern placed under 
the latter receives the overflowing oil, which, by means of 
the pump, is used over and over, the dirt settling in a bag 
at the bottom of the cistern. An appropriate box incloses 
the whole. The arrangement dispenses with the employ- 
ment of water boxes, and relieves the engineer from much 
trouble. 

The Madawaska has eight main boilers for generating 
saturated steam, and four superheating boilers for generat- 
ing and superheatiug their own steam, as well as super- 
heating the steam from the main boilers on its passage to 
tne engines. ‘The steam pipes and stop valves are so ar- 
ranged that the steam from the main boilers may be passed 
directly to the engines without being superheated, or any 
portion, or the whole of it, may be conveyed through the 
superheating boilers, and its temperature elevated to any 
desirable degree. The boilers are Martin's patent, and 
both the boilers and superheaters were designed by Mr. 
Isherwood. 

The main boilers are of three different sizes, viz: Four 
are 24 feet 3 inches long, 10 feet 3 inches wide and 10 feet 
8 inches high ; two are 27 feet 4 inches long, 9 feet 6 inches 
wide, and 9 feet 5 inches high, and two are 21 feet long, 
9 feet 6 inches wide and 9 feet 5 inches high. These boil- 
ers are all constructed on .what is known as the Martin 
plan, and contain together 16,082 vertical brass tutes of 2 
inches external diameter, 2 feet 7 inches average length. 
The bracing is unusually heavy, the boilers having sustained 
a testing pressure of 60 pounds to the square inch. The 
four superheating boilers are 10 feet 3 inches long, 3 feet 
10 inches wide and 10 feet 8 inches high, provided with 
only one furnace in each. Above this furnace a series of 
186 horizontal tubes of wrought iron, 2 inches external 
diameter, are introduced, through which the heated air 


nn 
and products of combustion from the furnace circulate ey 
their passage to the smoke-pipe. The water line of the 


superheating boilers is to be kept about six inches 
above the furnace, leaving the tubes dry. By a peculiar 
arrangement of the induction pipes the steam from the 
main boilers, on its wax to the engines, is made to circulats 
among the dry-heated tubes. The whole number ot fur. 
naces is 58, with a total extent of grate surface in all of 
1,128 square feet. The total heating surface in the twelve 
boilers is 31,148 square feet. The draught is produced 
without blowers, by means of four smo':e-pipes, 64 feet 9 
inches high above the grates, the total sectional area of 
which is 22,500 superficial inches. As this area corre 
sponds with a single pipe of the enormons diameter of 14 
feet 1 inch, some idea may be formed of the magnitude of 
the means employed for producing draught. But, apart from 
the adequacy of these means, a series of hollow rings, per- 
forated with small holes on the top, have been introduced 
at the base of each smoke-pipe, into which steam may be 
admitted in order to stimulate the draught, on the principle 
of the well-known steam-blast in locomotive engines. 

The Madawaska will be rigged as a bark. The length of 
the mainmast is 149 feet, and is stepped on the berth deck; 
the foremast is 151 feet in length; mizen, 132 feet; fore- 
top and foretopgallant-mast, 73 teet; maintopgallant-mast, 
76 feet ; foreyard, 84 feet; mainyard, 95 feet; foretopsail- 
yard, 65 feet; maintopsail-yard, 72 feet; foretopgallant- 
yard, 39 feet; maintopyallant-yard, 43 feet; fore gaff, 32 
feet; main gaff, 30 feet; spanker boom, 60 feet; spanker 
gaff, 42 feet. The standing rigging will be made of wire 
rope, of American manufacture. The running rigging 
will be made of American hemp, from the factory of Wall 
& Sons, Williamsburgh, N. Y. 

The Madawaska’s sails were made at the Brooklyn 
Navy-yard, under the direction of George ©. Boerum, 
master sailmaker. They consist of one foresail, one 
foretopsail, foretopgallantsail, fore-trys:il, fore-staysail, 
jib, flying jib, mainsail, maintopsail, maintopgallanteail, 
main try-sail, main staysail, spanker, gaff, topsail, main- 
topmast staysail, mizen staysail. The sails are of the best 
American duck sailcloth. The area of canvas carried by 
the Mudawaska is twenty-five thousand square feet.

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THE MILITIA LAW OF NEW YORK. 

We conclude this week the abstract of the Militia law 
of New York, commenced in the Jovrnat of the 15th inst: 

§ 216 to 224 and 252.—Penattizs.—Commissioned offi- 
cers for disobedience of orders, neglect or ignorance of 
duty, unofficerlike conduct, disrespect, or omitting for six 
months to procure a proper uniform, may be reprimanded, 
fined not over $100, or cashiered. 

Commissioned officers absent from parade or encamp- 
ment, or disobeying any order or warrant, or failing to 
make any return required of them, and every such officer, 
non-commissioned officer, musician or private disobeying 
orders on any parade, or failing to perform his military 
duties, or leaving his place or ranks without permission, 
is to be fined not more than one hundred nor less than 
five dol.ars. 

Non-commissioned officérs, musicians or privates,are to be 
fined for absence from company drill two dollars, from 
regimental parade not less than three nor more than six 
dollars, and for absence from a place of rendezvous when 
ealled into actual service, not more than twelve nor less 
than one month’s pay. 

A refusal to accept a position is punished by a fine of 
ten dollars on commissioned, and five dollars on non-com- 
missioned officers. The latter, in addition to other penal- 
ties, are also liable to be reduced to the ranks by their 
captains, subject to the colonel’s approval. 

Discharging any fire-arm within two miles of any 
parade is punished by a fine of one dollar, and any ap- 
pearance on any parade with any dress or arms calculated 
to excite ridicule or interrupt the proper discharge of duty, 
by a fine of from five to twenty-five dollars; returning a 
subaltern’s commission is punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars 

Fines imposed by any company or regimental Board 
for offences against its by-laws, not exceeding twenty-five 
dollars, may be enforced like other penalties, on a certified 
copy of the proceedings in relation to their infliction being 
sent in to the regimental court-martial, and a certified 
copy of such by-laws filed with the colonel of the regi- 
ment. Courts-martial may excuse delinquents having a 
reasonable excuse. 

Non-attendance before any court-martial, if summoned, 
is a waiver of all right of action for imposing or enforcing 
a sentence against such absentee, and in any suit ayainst 
any one for acting in an official capacity under this act the 
plaintiff must give security for costs, and if defeated must 
pay treble costs. 

4, 225 to 242, 246 and 249.—Contectrion or Fines im- 
posed by courts-martial of both officers and men is to be 
on a warrant issued by the President of the court-martial 
within thirty days, directed to any marshal or constable. 
No property is exempt from the payment of these fines, 
and in default of sufficient property the delinquent is to be 
arrested and confined in the county jail, without bail, for 
two days, for fines under two dollars, and two days for 
every additional dollar until the fine and costs are paid; no 
such imprisonment, however, is tu exceed ten days. War- 
rant is to be returned within forty days, but may be re- 
newed. 

Courts-martial must sit in full uniform. Their Presi- 
dents have tho same power to issue subpoenas, compel wit- 
nesses to attend and testify, and to preserve order and issue 
attachments for contempts as ordinary courts. They may 
appoint one or more marshals, by warrant, who may per- 
form all the duties directed by the act to be done by such 
officers. When the court consists of but one officer he is 
considered the President. 

§, 243 to 244. —Aprzats.— Whenever an appeal is made, 
a statement of the case and evidence shall be transmitted 
to the reviewing officer, who is also authorized to take 

further evidence. 

§ 250.—Orricer’s Court-Martiat for absence from 
drill is to be held in each division and brigade, on or before 
November 1, in each year, the chiefs of staff sending in to 
division and brigade commanders the names of delin- 
quents, and a court being convened within ten days there- 
after, which imposes fines in the same manner with no 
more formalties than a regimental court-martial, and has 
the like powers. 

§ 253.—WueEw ayy portion of the National Guard are 
ordered to assemble under the Governor’s authority for 
military instruction, or in case of war or public danger, 
the Articles of War and United States Army Regulations 
become in force, but no punishment extending to the taking 
of life shall be inflicted, except in case of actual war. 

4 254 to 282.—Dc7res or Starr Orricers.—The Ad- 
jutant-General is to keep a roster of all commissioned offi- 
cers, showing their rank, residence, etc., and to prepare 
and distribute such books, blanks, etc., as may be required. 

The Commisary-General has charge and control of the 
arsenals, arms and munitions of war. He furnishes 
colors, drums, fifes and bugles, upon the certificate of. any 
brigadier that the same are required by any of the organi- 
zations in his brigade. Ammunition is issued on a similar 
requisition. 

The Inspector-General has charge of the organization of 
the militia, and is to inspect every branch connected with 
the military service, and commanders of regiments and 
companies are bound to furnish him with such information 
as he may require respecting the military property in their 
possession. He inspects all matters at a distance, and re- 
ports to the Governor upon the qualifications of appointees. 

The Judge-Advocate-General has the supervision of the 
administration of military justice. He examines and re- 
ports to the Governor on all appeals from courts-martial 
and in cases of disputed elections, and is the legal adviser 
of the staff departments. 

§ 283 to 290.—Catiinc Ovr Toe NATIONAL GUARD IN 
Casg or Invasion, ETC.—In case of insurrection or in- 
vasioh, or danger thereof, the Governor may direct the 
companies to be filled up to the maximum number, by 
volunteers or drafting, and may order such of them into 
the service of the State as he may think proper. 

Any commander of any division, or brigade, may, in case 
of any invasion within the limits of his command, call out 
any portion of it. 

case of an insurrection, all the militia in the vicinity 
shall be at once called out Every person who, while in 





the actual service of the State, shall be wounded or dis- 
abled in resisting any invasion or insurrection shall be 
provided for at the expense of the State. 

§ 291 to 297, Laws 1845,—Riots.—In case of any breach 
of the peace, riot, resistance to process, or of imminent 
danger thereof, the Sheriff or Mayor may call upon any 
commanding officer to order out the military force under 
his command, which he shall at once do (verbal notice to 
the men being sufficient), and shall provide them with at 
least twenty-four rounds of ball cartridge (no blank car- 
tridge being permitted). Such officer shall be subject to 
the orders of the Sheriff or Mayor, and for disobedience or 
neglect of duty is made liable to a fine of from one to ‘ive 
hundred dollars and to imprisoment for six months, be- 
side being cashiered, etc. Non-commissioned officers and 
privates, for like disobedience, are also liable to fine and 
imprisonment. 

When the Sheriff has reason to apprehend resistance will 
be made to the execution of any process in his hands, he 
is also authorized to call out any military companies in his 
county to assist him in overcoming it, and arresting such 
resistors; and where combinations to resist the execution 
of process by force exist in any county, the Governor may 
declare the same in a state of insurrection and order out 
the militia to preserve order, etc., for such time and under 
such officers as he shall think proper, and until the neces- 
sity for their presence shall cease. 

§ 298 to 303.—Drarts or tHE Miuitia may be ordered 
by the Governor to fill up the militia. It shall be by lot, 
drawn by the County Clerk, in the presence of the Mayor 
and County Judge, or Supervisor, upon the requisition of 
any regimental commander. 

Any drafted person, within ten days after receiving 
notice, may present to such regimental commander a cer- 
tificate of disability, signed by some surgeon in the Na- 
tional Guard, or other proof of his exemption from mili- 
tary duty, when he shall be discharged and another per- 
son drafted in his place. 

Persons drafted may send a substitute, and those having 
religious scruples about bearing arms muy be excused on 
paying $300. 

When a draft is made, by order of the President or 
Governor, for actual service, it shall be by lot, by com- 
panies or regiments out of each brigade, in proportion to 
the number called for, drawn by the brigade commander 
in presence of the colonels, and the command shall devolve 
upon the senior officer, unless otherwise ordered.

Sim :—The field officers of your brigade have learned, very unex- 
pectedly, that by orders of a recent date, from General Headquarters, 

ou have been retired from your position as commanding officer of 
the Third brigade N. G. S. N. Y. ; E ‘ 

Before parting with you in this official capacity, we desire to make 
such expression of our feelings as the occasion merits, and for this 
purpose we now address you. While we are aware that you had 

for some time past earnestly considered your withdrawal from the 
command of the Third brigade, we cannot but regret that such with- 
drawal should have occurred in any other way than by your volun- 
ignation. 

It isnot generally known, although under present circumstances 
justice to yourseif requires that it should be, that, during the latter 
part of the past year, you proposed to resign your position as com- 
mandant of the Third brigade, and was about so to do, when, after a 
careful consideration of the subject, we solicited that you would 
abondon such intention, which you finally concluded to do. 

Itis now nearly twenty-two years since you were elected to the 
command of this brigade, and it certainly must be a source of great 
satisfaction to you to know, that during that time it has steadily im- 
proved, and that to-day the Third brigade, in military organization, 
numbers, drill, discipline, and general appearance, occupies a posi- 
tion, conceded on all sides, as fully equal to that of any volunteer 
military body in our country.

In all the emergencies that have arisen in our city requiring the 
aid of the Militia, you have at all times been ready with promptness 
and energy to act with the civil authorities in the maintenance of 
order, and by your personal example have encouraged and sustained 
those under your command. 

You entered the Militia service at a time when it was looked upon 
with disfavor, and when it was considered by many a useless organi- 
tion, productive neither of present or probable future good in the 
State. 

You retire from it after many years of faithful service, during 
which time it has grown great and useful; thousands have gone from 
ite ranks with useful information gained then to take their places in 
the great army of the nation during its struggle for national existence. 

In this struggle your part was faithfully performed ina patriotic 
spirit, with voice and example, earnestly laboring for the cause of our 
commen country, and the triumph of our flag. 

In retiring from the position which you have held for so many years, 
we have great pleasure in conveying to you our high consideration 
for your personal character as a citizen, soldier and gentleman ; and 
while we are called upon thus to separate from you in an official 
capacity, we hope that socially, we may often have the pleasure of 
meeting with you in the future.

Owing to a mistake on the part of our reporter we 
are not enabled to give our readersa full account of the drill this 
week. 

THIRTEENTH ReGimMeNT.—Pursuant to orders from headquarters o¢ 
the Fifth brigade, Brigader-General Philip 8. Crooke commanding, 
an election was held on the 25th inst. at the armory of this regiment 
to fill the vacancy in the field ot the Thirteenth caused by the resig- 
nation of Major Joseph B. Leggett. Colonel Jourdan presided at the 
election, and a ballot was had with the following result: Whole num- 
ber of votes 22—of these Captain Thomas S Dakin received 17, Cap- 
tain Frederick A. Mason 3, and Captain Henry Heath 2; whereupon 
Captain Dakin was declared elected Major of the*regiment. After the 
election the officers were invited to adjourn to the Mansion House by 
ex-Colonel John Woodward, where they were very handsomely enter- 
tained.

First Diviston.—By the removal of Major-General Sanford from 
active command, together with the Brigadier-Generals commanding 
the First and Third brigades, the command of the division has de- 
volved upon Brigadier-General Lloyd Aspinwall, commanding the 
Fourth brigade, whose order upon assuming command is found in 
another portion of our columns. Colonel Maidhof, having returned 
from Europe, will assume command of the Fourth brigade, instead of 
Colonel Hull, as before reported. Colonel Maidhof is an old and ex- 
perienced officer of the National Guard, and is well fitted to com- 
mand the brigade, which was, previous to the election of General 
Aspinwall, frequently under his command. 

There now being a vacancy in the position of Major-General of the 
First Division, all manner of rumors are afloat as to who will obtain 
the office. Quite a number of candidates are named, among whom 
are General Aspinwall, General Lefferts (formerly Colonel of the 
Seventh regiment), Brevet Major-General Alexander Shaler (late U- 
S. V. and formerly a field officer of the Seventh), Colonel Emmons 
Clark of the Seventh, and Colonel F. A. Conkling of the Eighty- 
fourth regiment. We have heard, from very good authority, that 
Brevet Major-General Daniel Butterfield, U. 8. A., Colonel Fifth U. 
8. infantry, and formerly of the Twelfth regiment National Guard: 
would accept the position if offered to him. Wedo not, however, 
credit this report, as it would involve his resigning his position in the 
Army. As section forty-nine of the Military Code’provides that all 
major-generals shall be nominated by the Governor and appointed 
by him, with the consent of the Senate, the vacancy will doubtless not 
be filled until after the assembling of that body. There is therefore 
ample time to canvass the subject thoroughly, and it isto be hoped 
that the next commander will be one who is in every way suited for 
the position. The proper person must be one who, in addition to a 
thorough knowledge of the military duties of the position, possesses 
that tact and personal influence which is so necessary in a general 
officer of the National Guard. Until matters develop more, we shall 
not discuss the merits of the respective candidates, as it may turn out 
that no one of the gentlemen above named will be the successful 
aspirant. However, the division is at present in good hands, and 
everything is in good trim for the Fall and Winter season. 


Fretu Drviston.—We have received a letter from an officer of this 
division, who informs us that, up to the 24th instant, Major-General 
8. 8S. Burnside had received no notification of his retirement. Our 


correspondent says that the General has spent a fortune in building 
up the division, and that now he has succeeded in getting it in good 
shape, it would be base ingratitude to remove him without any com- 
plaint from his officers. We believe in rotation in office, and do not, 
therefore, entirely agree with the propositions of our correspondent 

As we have already said, the Fifth division is, owing to the efforts of

which fact is quite as well known to the officers of the division as to 
ourselves. If, therefore, a sufficient majority of the division desire 
to retain their commanding officer, we have.no doubt but that they 
can arrange the matter with the Governor and the Senate. And we 
therefore again reiterate our opinion, that the retirement of these 

officers by Governor Fenton recommends itself to the approval of all 
well wishers of the National Guard. While, for ourselves, we would 
be glad to see General Burnside reappointed, should he first resign, 
we cannot object to the general justness of the action of the Govern- 

or. Last week two regiments of the Fifth division were encamped, 
and remained on duty from Monday until Saturday, despite the in- 
c emency of the weather, for it rained almost incessantly. Our cor- 
respondent also states that General Burnside has assured him that, 
if he is retired, he will demand a hearing before the Board appointed 
in General Orders No. 13. We see no objection to this, and consider 
it another proof of the justice of the law, which, while it places 
officers on the retired ,list, at the same time gives them an opportu- 
nity of proving their ability to fill their positions. Officers who ob- 
ject to the limitation law must not forget that the committee of the 
Military Association of the State, which is composed of officers from 
all parts of the State, positively refused to report adversely upon this 
provision of the Military Code.

Mixitrary Cope.—We publish this week the conclusion of our 
abstract of the Military Code of the State of New York. In the 
printed copies of the Code furnished by the Adjutant-General’s Office 
there are some sixty or more pages of forms for the government of 
officers required to make them out. ‘Those of our readers who hav 
carefully read our abstracts will have obtained a very fair idea of th 
Militia Law of the State as it at present stands. 


Supernumerary NariowaL Guarp Generat Orricers.—Las 
week we gave our readers ail the official information which had been 
received upon the above subject, and we now give the only accurate 
list of the retired officers which has been published. The order in 
question was issued on the 17th inst., and was not then made public 
because it was not at once delivered in one or two cases where the 
annual encampment and parade were in progress. The order in 
question is Special Orders No. 299, and sets forth “‘ that in pursuance 
of section 93, Military Code, as amended by chapter 809, Laws of 1866, 
the officers of the National Guard named in the order having been in 
commission and served in the same grade for the continuous period 
of ten years, as appears by the record in the Adjutant-General’s De- 
partment, are hereby placed on the supernumerary list and retired 
from active service and command.” The officers who come under the 
provisions of the section above alluded to are Major-General Charles 
W. Sanford, commanding First division; Major-General John T. 
Cooper, commanding Third division ; Major-General Samuel 8. Burn- 
side, commanding Fifth division ; Major-General William C. Brown, 
commanding Sixth division; Major-General William 8. Fullerton, 
commanding Seventh division ; Brigadier-General Charles B. Spicer, 
commanding First brigade ; Brigadier-General William Hall, com- 
manding Third brigade ; Brigadier-General Henry A. Samson, com- 
manding Eighth brigade; Brigadier-General Darius Allen, com- 
manding !Tenth brigade; Brigadier-General George E. Danforth, 











General Burnside, the best division outside of the city of New York, 


commanding Eighteenth brigade; Brigadier-General Calvin T, 
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dered , have reported themselves to the Adjutant-Gen- 

cfal as auch ; provided: however, that no officer rendered supernu- 
shall to vote at any election to be held for the 

choice of officers, or to serve as a member of any court-martial. 

The order retiring these officers closes as follows: ‘‘ The Command- 
er-in-Chief in giving effect to the expressed will of the Legislature, 
as embodied in the enactment above referred to, desires to give ex- 
pression to his high appreciation of the fidelity, zeal and patriotism 
of the officers hereby retired from active service. Their promptitude 
and energy have largely contributed to improvements in the disci- 
pline and efficiency of the Militia organization of the State. Some 
have borne an honorable part in the suppression of the late Rebellion 
by encouraging and aiding military organizations, and al) have shown 
@ disposition to co-operate in all proper efforts to advance the inter- 
ests committed to their charge, and are most creditably identified 
with the reputation justly due to the military establishment of the 
State of New York.” 

Such then is the status of twelve of the general officers of the Na- 
tional Guard. We notice that some of our cotemporaries speak of 
this removal as unconstitutional, especially in the case of the major- 
generals, who are appointed by the Governor and have to be con- 
firmed by the Senate. This point, however, is not well taken, for 
although the Governor has clearly no right of his own act to deprive 
these officers of their commissions, he has a most undoubted right to 
place on the supernumerary list all who come under the provisions 
of section 93 of the Military Code. The Governor, in thus retiring 
these officers, is, as he says, * giving effect to the expressed will of 
the Legislature,” while at the same time he is consulting the best 
interests of the National Guard. It has long been understood that 
most of the general officers in the State service were unable to handle 
their commands properly on a teld day, and they have, therefore, 
been frequently made the objects of sarcasm and ridicule. Now, 
however, we hope the days of ignorance in the higher grades of offi- 
cers has passed, and that henceforth a knowledge of his duties will 
be required of every officer. The State sent many of her best sons 
to support the General Government in the late Rebellion, and thos- 
who have returned are now scattered about in different portions of 
the State, so that there can be but little difficulty in finding compe- 
tent men to command each of the twelve brigades and divisions which 
the officers lately retired commanded. As the officers in question 
have all held their commissions for a period of more than ten years, 
it certainly seems but justice that they should be placed on the super- 
numerary list to give others a ch for p ti Hereafter offi- 
cers will understand that they are not expected to hold a commission 
of the same grade for more than ten years unless they desire to be 
placed on the supernumerary list, and those desirous of holding the 
high offices will know that there will be a vacancy at least each 
decade. If any of these retired officers are competent and desire to 
be re-appointed, if they resign they are eligible to re-election or ap- 
pointment, but it will not be otherwise possible for them to be rein- 
stated in their former position except by special act of the Legisla- 
ture.
